Strolling Players Troupe, Headed by. Keane Waters, Broad- 
way Actor, Will Go From Coast to Coast 
by Truck 


A unique campaign stunt on behalf of 
Al Smith will be launched short'y in the 
East, when a caravan, consisting of a 
motor truck, rigged out like an o'd-time 
strolling players’ outfit, embarks on a 
Coast-to-Coast stumping tour. 

Keane Waters, Broadway actor and di- 
rector, who appeared in What Price Glory? 
ard other plays, has becn selected by the 
Speakers’ Bureau of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee to head the venture. 

Performances will be given along the 
lines of a medicine show, with a spiel] for 
the Governor between numbers. 

The troupe is scheduled to arrive in 
San Antonio just in time for the Ameri- 
can Legion convention, and Waters ex- 
pects to make contacts there with thou- 
sands that he met at other conventions. 

Waters says he is sacrificing a seaso*.'s 
work in order to participate in this po- 


filitical undertaking, but he is deeply in- 
terested in Al Smith for President, and 
wants to do his bit in helping the favor- 
ite candidate of the theatrical field to 
success. 

Another theatrical plug for Al Smith 
is being worked thru the medium of a 
handbill signed and distributed by “J. 
Royal,” whose right name is Julio Roig.

The bill points out that 
prohibition is keeping a lot of night 
clubs and cabarets closed, with conse- 
quent loss of employment to entertain- 
ers, whereas with Smith in the presiden- 
tial chair it might open up these resorts 
and result in employment of thousands 
of artistes. The distribution of the hand- 
bill, according to report, is being financed 
by the Democratic committee.

Momentous Questions Face 


Equity Meeting This Week 


NEW YORK. Sept. 17.-——Faced with the 
final disposition of the alien actor ques- 
tion, and opening a drastic campaicn for 
the elimination of the agency evil, the 
general meeting of Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, set for 2 o'clock Friday afteroon 
at the Hotel Astor, gives promise of be- 
ine the most important meeting of that 
organization since the strike. 

Both questions are considered to be 
the most favorable legislation, from the 
viewpoint of the actor, that the associa- 
tion has sponsored. The agency question 
looms as the most popular, and wide in- 
terest centers around the proposed ac- 
tion of the association. In a special an- 


nouncement issued today, the association 
says: 

“The agency problem is one of the 
most pressing and difficult pieces of work 
which has engaged the attention of the 
Equity Council. No c'ass of professional 
people is at once so dependent upon and 
so vulnerable to abuses of employment 
agencies as the actor. 

“The agencies have not been slow to 
sense that vulnerability and to take ad- 
vantage of it. Altho the law in New 
York State specifically limits the fee 
which may be charged for that service 
to a half week's salary, payable over a

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.--Altho the sea- 
son got off to an encouraging start, the 
fact is that the Broadway producing 
field is considerably under par as regards 


activity. Labor Day, which ordinarily 
hera'ds the first solid invasion of the 
New York theaters, was without a 


premiere this year and there were only 
five openings for that entire week. Last 
vear there were eight shows that opened 
on that holiday and in 1926 there were 
11 on the one night, with a total of 20 
for the week. 

The situation ts reflected even more 
truly in the ‘ist of shows in rehearsal. 
Altho things are picking up, the num- 
ber of productions In preparation is away 
under past seasons. 

It is agreed, however, that tne letup 


| 


is only temporary and that the bulk of 
the new arrivals will be trekking in dur- 
ing late October and November. 

As far as this time of the season is 
concerned, there has not been a woek 
with a premiere list of more than six 
shows. During the past five years most 
Monday nights in September have heid 
that many, with the total on the week 
ranging from 8 to 20. 

Many of the producers, especially the 
leaders, feel that this production drop 
is a healthy sicn for the New York thea- 
ter and that it will bring a higher grade 
of shows. They point out, and with rea- 
son, that the early season arrivals of this 
year have been of a better quality than 
ordinarily make a bow at this stage of 
the season.

Karl Hajos has tried to give a 
modern interpretation to the master’s 
melodies, but he has been only mildly 
successful, the fact being that Wite 
Lilacs carried the most weight when 
Chopin, pure and unadulterated, is be- 
ing played. Sad to say, this is a‘l too 
seldom. In comparison with earlier 
volumes in this same series, White Lilacs 
is badly in need of an outstanding theme 
melody. It would be the greatest single 
asset the show could have. 

In deference to the production as a 
whole, it is to the great credit of the 
producers that they have clung religious- 
ly to the atmosphere of the book. Not 
once have they stooped to unscrupu’ous 
showmanship in an effort to satisfy.

It is a weakness of the production that 
De Wo'lfe Hopper has so little to do. The 
few scenes in which he takes part are 
among the most distinctive of the eve- 
ning, and artistry, when given the 
opportunity, dominates the play The 
difficulty is, however, that there is not 
enough of it. All the comedy is vested 
in Hopper, Ernest Lawford. as Heinrich 
Heine, the German poet, and Charles 
Croker-King, as Giacomo Meyerbeer, the 
composer. If those two great minds were 
slive, they undoubtedly would bring suit 
for libel, not that Lawford and Croker- 
King are to b'ame, but the parts have 
been written in a slapstick vein, and 
they are played (undoubtedly at the be- 
hest of the director) in the manner of an 
Ecdie Foy or a Bily B. Van 

Miss Brinkley shows to excellent ad- 
vantage, and, after witnessing her per- 
formance in White Lilacs, it is easy to 
understand the recent action of the pro- 
ducers in placing her under a long-term 
contract. She has a charming person- 
ality, a sweet but unpowerful voice, and 
can handle lines and lyrics with perfect 
enunciation. Allan Rogers is impressive 
as the tenor with the supreme ego. 
Rogers has a fine voice and is at his best 
when singing. He fails to ring so true 
when handling lines. 

Charlotte Woodruff, Melba Alter and 
Phyllis Newkirk make an excellent vocal 
trio, and the high quatity of the score is 
heard to. best advantage when sung by 
them. Eva Mascazgno has little to do, 
altho her one dance is a relieving feature 
of the show. Juanita and Paco do the 
only other dance specialty. The balance 
of the minor parts are in capable hands. 

Well up among the outstanding fea-

Trapped is several years behind the 
times Antique in writing and con- 
struction, full of loopholes in plot and 
crammed with crudely smeared charac- 


ters, it cannot hope to compete with its 
many Broadway contemporaries No 
doubt but thet this Shipman-Marcin 


brainchild would have been rated a rat- 
tling good show two decades ago, but, 
and happily, American drama, especially 
melodrama, has shown heaithy, intelli- 
gent development since thet date. Play- 
goers no longer accept dramatic situa- 
tions on the sole basis that they may 


thrill. They now require a little more 
depth. Melodramas must be closely knit 
and logical. Trapped is not, and,’ be- 


cause of that fact, leaves the impression 
of a botched and slipshod piece of writ- 
ing. 

Surely no dumber detective has ever 
been portrayed on the stage than the 


one in this play. But Marcin does not 
rresent him as such. He is Intended 
to be a right smart officer who has 
something to contend with only because 
he has a young hero to consider who is 
just a little smarter than himself. Gaid 
hero, however, never gives the impression 
of being overblessed with gray matter, 
and, if he dees carry the Ulusion of 
being «a trifle brighter than the de- 
tective, it ts only because that sad 
specimen of sleuth ts such a nitwit 

The plot of this melodrama ts crudely 
evident. When, In the first act, the de- 
tective leaves the girl alone with the 
suspect, there is no doubt but that 
they will disappear. Even less subtle ts 
the scene in the final act when the vil- 
lainous kidnaper chief sends the hero 
to the basement to do away with his 
(the hero's) sweetheart. The only sug- 
gestion that the murder may have been 
committed is an off-stage revolver shot. 
The smallest child in the theater could 
not be deluded into believing such a 
crime bad taken place. After that the 
only possible conclusion is to have the 
couple rescued, the kidnapers captured, 
the girl returned to her father, and the 
lcving couple left in each other's arms 
Inasmuch as Trepped never does the 
unexpected, each and every one of those 
situations is taken care of 

No matter how a fickle Broadway pub- 
lic may take to this potboiler it seems 
uplikely that the movies will allow it 
to remain idle. It might make 4 thrill- 
ing screen story and it has the added 
asset of an exceptionally intriguing title. 

The playing, with three exceptions, is 
about as hackneyed and stilted as the 
play itself. Bad men gurgle and hiss 
with murder tn their hearts, giving vent 
to their thoughts tn the “T'll plugga ya.” 
“We'll keela him” school of speech. In 
these days of high-powered and syndi- 
cated crime, the whole business is about 
as timely as the. old paper-covered 
volumes of Dead-Eye Dick 

Felix Krembs contributes a capable 
plece of work as the chief kidnaper. He 
never allows things to be taken too 
seriously, reveals a welcome sense of 
humor, and so turns tn a performance 
that is broad ands believable Edward 
Woods is excellent as the cool-headed 
hero, playing with a restraint that 
shines in contrast to most of the other 
members of the company. Janet Mcleny 
makes a suitable heroine, she who is 
kidnaped, and in More than one scene 
serves to make the concoction palatable 

In deference to the other members of 
the cast, it must be recorded that the 
vagueries of their parts are due to the 
script rather than to any weakness in 
their acting. This is especially notice- 
able in the case of John Miltern, as the

The High Rood 
is no exception. Not that it is anytaing 
to tax the mentality; far be it. It is 
never more charm &

tertaining for even the most exacting 
playgoer, 

Whatever else may be impressive about 
this satisfying whimsey, and there ar: 
several things, the fact remains that out- 
standing is the dexterous manner in 
which the playwright has eluded the 
bugaboo that haunts most comedies of 
the drawing rcom genre. The High Road 
never \s strained. Epigrams roll off the 
characters’ tongues with no effect what- 
soever, and they philosophize with an 
ease and abandon that would do justice 
to a Ph.D. But what of it? The play 
never makes a pretense of being anything 
more than intelligent entertainment, and 
Lonsdale would be the first to deny that 
his characters are more than theatrical 
props, In other words, one of the major 
delights of The High Road is its open, but 
artistic, artificiality. 

The materials with which the comedy 
has been built are of sn old and familiar 
pattern, but the author again showsehis 
expert craftemansahip by revivifying them 
to such a degree that they are almost 
unrecognizabie. This is especially true 
of his conclusion, for, while he starts out 
on the high road to comiedy, his final 
curtain is close onto the brink of tragedy 
Not that it matters much; The High 
Road would be first-rate entertainment 
whatever the ending. It is the characters 
and the dialog, first of all, that are the 
magnets. The fact that Lonsdale, know- 
ing this, has not taken the line of least 
resistance in coming to a conclusion Is 
a true reflection of his caliber. 

A great English family of the nobility 
is greatly distressed because a son has 
announced his engagement to a charm- 
ing young actress. The family is divided 
into two factions on the question, and 
they spend their time hurling delightful 
insults at one another, and, in the mean- 
time, devising means for discouraging the 
match. In the midst of their bickerings. 
word comes that the son and the actress 
have arrived to discuss a settlement. As 
would be expected, it finally is decided 
to invite the girl to spend several months 
at this country manor in the hope that, 
by the end of that time, she will be so 
fed up on the life and her surroundings 
that she will be only too glad to give up 
the marriage idea. 

Within a ecant four weeks she has 
turned the house topsy-turvy. The staid 
old lord is doing the Black Bottom, the 
most benign ladies are drinking cock- 
talls, and the actress herself is the center 
of all attentions. In the interim, she, 
however, has fallen in love with the 
cousin of her original fame, but he, in 
turn, is under obligations to a woman in 
Paris, the wife of an invalid. The actress 
decides to openly announce her change 
of heart, but on the evening prior to the 
date set for such action the radio brings 
word that the Parisian lady's husband 
has died. Rather than allow the man 
she loves to bring sorrow to the other 
woman and do anything unmanly, she 
sends him back to Paris, and sh herself 
decijtes to return to the stage. 

Edna Best, an English actress, who has 
been seen here before, is delightful as 
the lady of the stage. She acts with an 
ease and charm that is Infectious, and 
her handling of lines is a revelation 
Miss Best isan excellent comedienne, and. 
fudging from her dramatic scenes, some- 
thing more. Herbert Marshall is equally 
impressive as leading man, His unaffected 
virility, excellent manners and expert 
diction are certain to bring him thelr 
reward 

Most of the comedy is vested in Fred- 
erick Kerr as a chronic old grouch with 
a bitter tongue and a hidden, but, never- 
theless, brittle, sense of humor. He 
excellent, but, at the performance re- 
viewed, it was evident that much of the 
power of his lines was being lost thru 
his muffled voice. At that time his words 
could not be distinguished beyond the 
frst five rows. Alfred Drayton is an ¢x- 
pert comedian. Cast in the role of the 
overbearing and ill-mannered father of 
the actress, his playing Is a delight. and 
he tore than does Justice to the fine 
comedy the part contains. HM, Reeves- 
Smith could hardly be improved upon 45 
the conservative and distinguished head 
of the house. Hilda Spong is superbly 
cast as a domineering, bigoted and unre- 
lentinpg old dame 

In fact, The High Road is just about 
perfectly cast, with Nancy Ryan, Macken- 
vie Ward, Winifred Harris, Lionel Pape, 
Edward Martyn and John Wi'liams get- 
ting the utmost from their parts 

Lonedale himself has done the direct- 
ing, and while his firet act Is paced * 
trifle too leisurely, things pick up dur- 
ing the second frame, and from then on 
it is m tasty plece of work.

Here is a ravishing dish for the gallery 
gods. into The Great Power has been 
welded all the tried-and-true hokum of 
the theater. There is the diabolical vil- 
lain wicked enough to draw hisses; a 
glucose heroine and an upright hero, 
both sufficiently sweetened to draw 
cheers: a bombastic and cruel tyrant, so 
ruthless that jeers are a tonic to his 
soul: an overdose of preaching and 
moralizing and, most of a‘l, the evident 
workings of the triumphant hand of 
stage justice, which sees that righteous- 
ness is rewarded and evil punished. 

And yet, with all these stable in- 
gredients, The Great Power misres fire, 
even as & logical piece of commercial 
theatery Seldom has a drama been han- 
dled with leas subtiety. It is not at all 
unlikely that this latest opus from the 
pen of Myron C. Fagan might have been 
an interesting and impressive play had 
the author cloaked it in something re- 
sembling finery. As it stands, the dialog 
is crude and strained, the situations 
forced and the characters as artificial 
as could be conceived. 

The Great Power never is anything 
but evident, a defect that might be 
overlooked could the play be termed in- 
spiring. Suffice to say that it is not. 
Pagan has never been able to hide the 
rank hokum that permentes the piece 
nor shield the artificiality that creeps 
out at every line and gesture 

Tt is not amiss to presume that The 
Great Power was written for a public, 
the samme public that cheered for and 
poured dollars into the coffers of Nellic 
the Sewing Machine Girl and others of 
its Uk. It is expressly for those thrater- 
goers who derive their greatest enjoy- 
ment from seeing the powerful crushed 
and the downtrodden triumphant—on 
the stage. 

The play concerns one John. Power (he 
ise not The Great Power), who is s0 
Wealthy and almighty, in an earthly 
sense, that he dictates the election of 
presidents, senators and congressmen, 
controls the press and the ol!, steel, rall- 
road and whatnot industries. The stock 
market will drop from 10 to 42 points at 
his command, for indeed the early part 
of the play is devoted to his issuing 
curt and clearly defined orders to Kahn 
and Morgan. He will allow nothing to 
stand in his way and even the innocent 
are crushed under his ruthless heel 

He holds a vengeance against the Wray 
family and tho the object of his scorn 
is long since dead, Power is not a man to 
forget, and he is aiming his vengeance ot 
the new Wray generation, one of whom 
iS a senator. This politician has started 
& sincere attempt to open an investiga- 
tion of Power's activitie:;s In a certain 
Oil deal. Power has framed Senator Wray 
and, unless certain papers, held by 
Power, can be obtained, it looks bad for 
mid Wray. He, of course, has a most 
Gevoted sister who vows that she will 
clear the Wray name at any cost. Her 
first step is to gain the attentions of 
Power's son, altho she is engaged to the 
scoundrel who has betrayed her brother. 


Again, of course, she falls in love with 
the young man and tho she realizes he 
can clear the Wray name, it would mean 
his turning against his father. She stops 
him. In that same scene her scoundrel 
Sweetheart finds them embracing and 
when he starts to upraid her, he is 
killed. Altho she fired a shot, young 
Power takes the blame. Later, she con- 
{esses aNd in another dramatic moment 


with the old man, she tells him that she 
is the daughter of Martha Blair. It has 
been planted earlier in the play that 
Martha Biair was Power's wife, who left 
him because of his insatiable greed for 
power and who gave birth to a chil¢c 
thereafter. When the old inan learns 
this he co lapses. 

The third act is allegorical and shows 
Power before the membership committee 
of heaven. If he can show one good deed 
while on earth he will be admitted. His 
various friends, living and dead, are 
called to testify. None have a good word. 
He is condemned. Then he wakes up. 
He (for the third time “of course”) re- 
pents and takes everyone to his bosom, 
firmly convinced that there is a Great 
Power and that love is the only thing 
on earth that matters 

Mina Gombell, as the gir!, gives the 
roost deft ard believable performance of 
the cast. John T. Doyle is excellert cs 
the money baron, but he is at a =ver? 
handicap because of the overtheatrical 
mature of the part and the hoxkumish 
quality of the lines allotted him. There 
sre times when he arises m@bove even 
these obstacies and shines as an actor 
of quality who deserves a better fate 
Ne‘'an Jaap can satisfy the mest 
f.stid ous villain enthusiast.

Philip Dunning, coauthor of Broad- 
way, returns to the Times Square night 
club zone as the inspiration for Night 
Hostess. The two plays have many 
thines in common, but the most dils- 
tinguishing mark ts that the later opus 
is neither as tasty, nor does it ‘eave as 
lingering a satisfaction, as that earlier 
classic. There is no denying the fact 
that Night Hestess is a good and often 
thrilling entertainment. The sad feature 
is that it should have been better. 

Somehow or other the atmosphere of 
the locale fails to ring true. It is seldom 
that the many characters, especially 
those injected to create a true color, 
impress as anything more than stage 
puppets. The utter abandon, hol'ow 
joviality and artificial happiness that 
permeated Broadway is noticeably lack- 
ing. This is a major defect, for Niat 
Hostess, like its predecessor, is one of 
those plays that carries its knockout 
punch not so much in the theme jtself 
as in the handling thereof. 

Not that Winchell Smith has failed to 
do a deft piece of direction. He has. If 
anything, he has been too finicky in 
his effort to cram the play with colorful 
detail and realistic characters. The re- 
sult ie that his people and their actions 
are strained and mechanical, It would 
appear that Night Hostess would be a far 
better piece of theater if less characters

were used and far more freedom of 
movement allowed. 

As it stands, Night Hostess is woefully 
slow in getting under way. At least half 
the evening has passed before the real 
action is started anda one is forced to 
focus his attention on the drama. From 
then on things ‘ck up with speed and 
the last half of thé secord act and all 
the third act are breathlessly sound. Un- 
doubtedly the Messrs. Dunning, Smith 
and Golden, knowing full well that they 
have a basically sound piece of enter- 
tainment, will, ere long, see that the first 
act is given a faster tempo and that 
some badly needed staccato notes are 
injected. 

In more than one aspect the play is 
closely akin to Broadway. The setting is 
an exclusive gambling joint instead of 
a night club, as was the case in the 
earlier effort; the leading man is a 
bartender-pianist instead of a hoofer, 
the girl is an entertainer with musical 
comedy aspirations instead of vaude- 
ville, the villain is a gambler insteed of 
a bootlegger. Both plays have a cool and 
unruffied detective for a principal. 

The Night Hostess contains several 
moments of poignant drama. The scene 
in which the gambler strangles the gir! 
who threatens to betray him is power- 
ful, but the outstanding moment of the 
play, ome that almost obliterates the de- 
fects in the production, comes when a 
girl, mute and terrified. runs across the 
stage. This is to notify the audience that 
the body of the blond girl has been 
found crammed in a whisky trunk. There 
is no more subtle and brilliant piece of 
direction to be seen on Broadway. 

Norman Foster plays the wise-cracking 
pianist for ali the worth there is in the 
part. Unaffected and certain of himself, 
he romps thru the play with a zest and 
freedom that carries force to the role. 
Galil DeHart, as the girl who is murdered. 
is excellent in her all too few scenes, and 
it is regrettable that the author has 
seen fit to kill her off so early in the 
play. Ruth Lyons is the unsuspecting 
and innocent hostess who carries the 
love interest with Foster. She is sweet 
and charming in the role, altho it is one 
that is inherently unbelievable. Surely 
no night club queen, with all the evident 
experiences of this one, could become a 
“fall guy” with so little and so hollow 
coaxing. 

Averell Harris makes a sinister villain 
who certainly is wicked enough to satisfy 
the most exacting gallery god. However, 
it is to Maurice Freeman, as the owner 
of the establishment, who is determined 
“to comduct this crooked business 
straight,” that honors for the most be- 
lievable performance must go. His 
moments on the stage are in impressive 
contrast to the drab artificiality that per- 
meates most of the production. It would 
not be far amiss to say the same for 
Louise Kirtland in a secondary role. As 
far as the other characters are concerned, 
Charles Laite and Porter Hall easily are 
the best, the former as the detective and 
the latter as the sincere keeper of the 
gate. 

In conjunction with Night Hostess it 
is interesting to note that it marks the 
second invasion this season of John 
Golden into the realms of realism. It is 
& more unhampered product than his 
previous effort and he at least has al- 
lowed a half dozen “hells” and one or 
two stronger exclamatories to creep in. 
There is little need for much else, altho 
tif® language of the characters is never 
strictly of the night club variety. 

Golden deserves great credit for the 
excellent production he has given the 
play, and not the least among its features 
is the most attractive setting of R. N. 
Robbins. WILFRED J. RILEY.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17-—Show pe»ple in the legitimate field are spending much 
time these days considering the sound pictures, both from the amgle of trying 
to figure the effect that the talkies will have on the theater of Broadway and 


for the purpose of discovering whether 
between the talkies and the legit. that 
the latter. 

For a while a number of Broadway 
managers believed that there would be a 
fine outlet for plays in the talkies. This, 
they felt, would correspond to the stock 
releases, only. that the monetary returns 
would be much greater. They also 
thought that such releases would not 
kill the stock rights, ang that, on the 
who'e, both stock and legit. producers 
would benefit, as many of the players 
will who are finding « new outlet for 
their ability. . 

The latest reaction of Iecit. managers 
to talkie possibilities, however, is not so 
optimistic. The feeling has gradually 
swung in the opposite direction, with the 
result that they believe there is prac- 
tically no outlet for their Broadway 
shows in the talkies, with the exception, 
of course, of certain Outstanding produc- 
tions that will be especially applicable 
for talkie production. It is entirely prob- 
able, nevertheless, that the ,sound- pic- 
tures will be the ultimate goal of many 
playwriters and producers in the same 
way silent films are now. That is. many 
people in the legit. business will write 
Broadway shows with the idea of having 
them offered in the talkies and therefore 
caring little whether they fold up 
quickly tn the legit, or not 

The reasons given for the inability of 
Successful Broadway plays to click as 
sound pictures concern important tech- 
nical and mechanical necessities. For a 
play to be a strong sound picture, these 
producers believe, it must be constructed 
by its author and director along lines 
that differ from the legit. practices. 
And i it it a hit on the legit. it will 
inevitably have certain drawbacks when 
considered from the talkie angle. This 
can be overcome fn certain cases, but in 
the main will work against the pos- 
sibility of using’the same play for both 
fields. 

Since the Broadway legitimate produc- 
tions afe expected to be flops in the 
talkies, and the speakie hits would not 
go in the Times Square district, there 
is RO conflict, because each draws a 
different audience.

Is Produced 


H. Lawrence Freeman's Work 
Marks New Development in 
Field of Music 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.-—Another step 
toward «stablishing a distinct negro cu}- 
ture In this country was taken last week 
when the first performance of Voodoo 
was Offered for a week's engagement at 
the 52d Street Theater. The composer 
is H. Lawrence. Freeman. and his work 
is offered by his son, Valdo 


Voodoo is the first American opera 
composed, produced and sung by negroes 
Despite heartbreaking handicaps due to 
obvious production limitations, appar- 
ently caused by lack of funds, Voodoo 
is a most encouraging sign that the 
negro is capable of entering the operatic 
field and of contributing valuable ma- 
terial and talent to it. This work, how- 
ever, serves more as a shadow cast be- 
fore future developments rather than 
the reaiization of a perfect production, 
for in its present state it cannot rank 
with the best In opera. 


Preeman, the composer, is not com- 
pletely original in his composition. He 
has leaned on several sharply defined 
phases in national music. Negro folk 
songs serve as the basis fcr much of his 
score, as do the spirituals, and Tin Pan 
Alley also shows a slight imprint. The 
result is that the production gives the 
impression of lacking a genuine authen- 
ticity and that it depends too miich on 
outside influences to be completely 
negro. The last act is unquestionably 
the finest, and here and there are 
touches of inspired creative powers 


The theme is appropriate for thi« first 
negro opera. It is based on the mys- 
tical and superstitious “Voodoo”, a-Sort 
of curse Plot is complicated, but 
creditable, and lyrics are generally cood, 
but at times become a trifle lavish 

There are some excellent voices. Out- 
standing among these is that of Doris 
Trotman, a rich, pure soprano. Carlotta 


Freeman is another soprano of excel- 
lence, whose only weakness rests in her 


high notes. Thomas R. Hall is a fine 
baritone, and William H. Holland reg- 
isters as a basso. Others who are satis- 
factory are Thomas R. Hall, Ray — 
Valdo Freeman, the producer; Marie 
Woodby, Joseph Northern and Rosetta 
Jones. There is a large chorus, and the 
orchestra of 21 pieces, with the com- 
poser as conductor, is good. The aiter- 
nating cast includes Rosetta Jones, Oor- 
delia Paterson, Luther Lamont, Blanche 
Smith, John H. Eckles, Leo C. Evans and 
Harold Bryant. Among those connected 
with the executive staff are Robert 
Eichenberg, Leon Williams, Esther 
Thompson, Octavia Smith, Philip Wil- 
liams, William Thompson, Grace Abrams 
and Walter Mattis.

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Many Chorus People Advance 
To More Important Positions 


General Belief That Ensemble Workers Are Not Qualified for Cast 
Parts Is Proved False by Increasing Number Who 
Are Making Good 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17-—-The opening 


of the new season brings to light cer- 


tain interesting facts regarding those show people who usually confine their pro- 


fessional activities to the ensemble 


These facts are significant in relation to the 


general trend in the musical comedy field and in relation to the ‘status of the 
chorus worker, and also correct some widespread misunderstandings regarding the 


outlook for chorus people 

while the impression exists to a large 
extent on Broadway that chorus people 
are unfitted for more important stage 
work. this is proved to be erroneous. 
Some producers and agents are in the 
habit of saying that it was easier for a 
chorus girl to break out of the ensemble 
and into the cast In years gone by than 
it is under present conditions They 
base this belief om the fact that in “the 
old days” the public did not demand 
such high standards of performers, and, 
therefore, it required less specialization 
for a chorus girl—or man—to make the 
step successfully They also point out 
that there was less demand for talent 
that had been rounded out in specialized 
schools than there is now, since the only 
background mecessary was that of the 
actual experience in the chorus. Now, 
they explain, it is far more essential for 
a chorister to have studied in one of the 
schools before she—or he—is considered 
experienced enough to handle a job in 
the cast. And the trouble 1s. they point 
out, that so few chorus people wi!l put 
in these extra hours of work. The result 
is that they believe fewer chorus people 
will be drafted each year from the en- 
semb'e for more important work, and 
that chorus workers will, in the main, 
eventually abandon the idea of pro- 
greeting and be content to work in the 
group, or else quit the show business al- 
together 

It is not working out this way, how- 
ever. Never before, in the history of the 
theater, has so large a number of en- 
sembi workers broken thru as they have 


this season. This ts due partly to extra 
study and partly to imcressed oppor- 
tunity. One of the most Important rea- 


sons is the fact that more musical shows 
than ever are Deing produced, and, con- 
sequentiy, there are more roles created. 

The total number of chorus people 
turhed principals this season is arprox!i- 
mately 40. They started signing up gur- 
ing the early part of the summer, and 
are still continuing to do so. Amonz 
those who have recently been thus en- 
gaged are Clarice Anderson, for Peggy 
Ann; Melba Alter, for White Lilacs; Gerald 
Geff, Doree Leslie, Loraine Webb and 
Virginia Webb, for Manhattan Mary;

Producer Seeking Broadway Site 
To Build 2,000-Seat Musi- 
cal Theater 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17. — Apparently 
undismayed by the fact that Broadway 
already is stocked with 80 lezitimate 
theaters, Earl Carroll is seeking a site 
in the Times Square area on which to 
build a 2.000-seat house especially con- 
structed for the handling of revues. He 
is convinced that his present stand. the 
Earl Carroll Theater, is too limited in 
capacity for his purposes. This house 
seats only about 1,000 people. 


However, the Vanities producer would 
not confine his plans to a theater alone, 
for his specifications include an adjoin- 
ing building to house the costuming. 
scenic, wardrobe, property construction 
departments, besides a rehearsal hall. 
In producing his current edition of the 
Vanities, Carroll, in line with some of 
the other producers, made all his own 
costumes under the supervision of Mme. 
Arlington. 


In discussing his plats, Carroll says 
that he is convinced that the revue, as a 
form of popular entertainment, is here 
to stay. He offers as proof the capacity 
business now being done at the Carroll. 
The heavy “nut” on the show, however, 
would allow no profit whatsoever were 
it not for the fact that he is getting 
the house cut. At that, even at a $6.50 
top, his net profit is limited. He be- 
lieves that a 2,000-seat theater would 
allow him to reduce the prices to a pop- 
ular figure and, at the same time, al- 
low him a wider margin of profit. By 
the same token, the installation of cos- 
tume, scenic and property studics would, 
he says, reduce his overhead on those 
items.

Getting Acts at Absurd Salaries 
on Pretext They'll Be 
Caught 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17—tlThe smalles 
fry among the coffee-and-cake inde- 
pendents started the new season with a 
racket that is working havoc among acts 
that are not thoroly acquainted with the 
booking methods of Broadway offices 
The new gag is to sell good but unknown 
acts for hideaway dates at ridiculously 
small salaries, making their selling point 
to acts that they will surely be covered 


by bookers of the larger circuits. Book- 
ing offices need not be pursuaded to 
hand out the dates; salaries are too 
small to warrant any objection. 

Agents dealing in the showing date 
geg benefit only by the five or 10 per 


cent they get from acts. This is enough 
for them to work on since a day's work 
to the hole-in-the-wall boys consists of 
wholesate act grabbing for the single 
showing dates that are as far from the 
nearest major circuit act reviewer as the 
agents are from a code of ethics. Be- 
cause of the rapid turnover of victim- 
ized acts, agents using the unscrupulous 
methods do not expect to dupe unknow- 
ing artistes for more than one date. Be- 
sides, some acts are wised up to the 
true state of affairs before the single 
diate finished and couldn’t be pur- 
suaded to return to the same agent by 
# team of horses. 

Were acts enabled tc make expenses, 
at least, on the fake showing dates the 
condition would be 2 tolerable one tem- 
porarily. Facts bear out, however, that 
agents use every conceivable power of 
salesmanship to make these acts play 
dates, that leave them in the red. Cer- 
tain acts, for example, are known 
have played these dates, being paid sal- 
aries that barely come within the ex- 
pense entailed for transportation and 
drayage. It is readily seen by those con- 
cerned with the welfare of the vauce- 
ville field that such experiences as these 
tends to discourage a large number of 
good acts from serving a@ necessary ap- 
prenticeship in the independent houses. 

Reliable agents are warning acts 
against ®ecoming victims of the abuse 
being heaped upon the showing date in- 
stitution. Acts aiming to be covered by 
agents and bookers are being asked to 
ascertain whether they will be covered 
by bona fide showmen before contract- 
ing for dates that will put them in the 
red.

As Sound Center 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17—The general 
prediction of a few months ago that 
motion picture production would be 
transferred back to the East with the 
Overwhelming success of sound and 
talking pictures is becoming more doubt- 
ful with each advancing day. While in 
some instances the larger companies are 
Spending money in the renovation of 
Eastern studios, that have been practi- 
Cally idle for the past two vears, the 
bulk of the cash is being squandered in 
building and equipping sound stages 
on the West Coast. 

With the millions being invested in 
putting the Hollywood plants in shape 
to turn out the talkies it is hardly likely 
that anything more than the short sub- 
jects, using Broadway stage stars, will 
be made in the East. It is almost a 
safe bet that with but few exceptions 
the large majority of the feature pro- 
ductions will continue to have their 
birthplace in Hollywood. 

Universal a few weeks ago was threat- 
ening to spend as much as $500,000 if 
necessary in getting their East Coast 
studio suitably equipped for sound. The 
Billboard now learns that the sum spent 
here will be of rather insignificant pro- 
portions.

This latest development will come in 
the light of encouraging news to Holly- 
wood that has been trembling of late as 
te its future as the film capital of the 
world.

“Mother Knows Best’ 
(FOX) 
At the Globe 


Edna Ferber'’s story about stage moth- 
ers, obviously inspired by the known 
watchfulness of a mamma of the thea- 
ter over one of America’s leading vaudc- 
wille and musical comedy stars, offered 
great materia] for a great picture, but 
the Fox version of it, whether changed 
or not, with scenario by Marion Orth, 
Special dialog by Eugene Walter and 
direction by John Blystone, is unfor- 
tumately a thoroly mediocre object of 
entertainment and technically & poorly 
made photodrama with a sentimental, 
banal and overworked happy ending. 
One of the most tiresome pictures un- 
wound, it labors thru a story of in- 
trinsic appeal, drama and emotional 
value, only to end without having taken 
advantage of the many situations for 
dynamic scenes that it presented. The 
dialog is well done where it appears, 


but that’s as far as it goes. Where 
some superlative dialog might have

opportune points, it was entirely miss- 
ing, causing the picture in an indirect 
way to disappoint and be largely a thing 
of lethargic pace. 

The one scene, where the doctor ad- 
ministering to the heart-broken daugh- 
ter begins to denounce in a pseudo- 
emotional manner the _ spirit-killing 
vigilance of the stage mother over her 
ster child, is the only one where the 
interest is given a chance to take hold, 


but this scene, all too soon, passes to 
the formula ending when the soldier, 
supposed dead, returns to save the girl 
from a grave. The director has the girl 
come to life suddenly ag tho given a 
shot in the arm, whereas a moment be- 
fore she was so near death she could 
hardly open her eyes. 

In the sound sequence wherein Madee 
Bellamy and Barry Norton “sing” over 
Movietone, it is an wumMseen voice that 
does the vocal stuff, or the synchroniza- 
tion of sound with the action of the 
players in question is off a little. The 
faking looks very obvious. 

Louise Dresser, as the stage mother, 
gives @ good performance, but in the 
talking bits is sometimes difficult to 
hear, her voice having an unexpected 
smaliness about it.

Craig then gives the boy a good job, the 
girl is happy, and the stand will be paid 
for, 80 everyone is content. J, Farrell 
MacDonald does well as Craig, and Tom 
Kennedy, as a pel of Morton, is re- 
Sponsible for the comedy relief. Albert 
Ray gets credit for the direction, and 
the photography is excellent.

“Home James” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Hippodrome 

As light comedies go, Home James, 
with the inimitable Laura La Plante, is 
as good, if not better, than the average 
on the market today. Miss La Plante is 
a clever comedienne, as she has proved 
in past pictures, and proves again in this 
one, with the highlights of the picture 
as a result the little comedy scenes she 
enacts when she gets in tight squeezes 
called for by the story. 

Gladys Johnson wrote the story and 
has turned out a good job, with more 
original and unexpected twists to the 
adventures of the little shop girl heroine 
than 90 per cent of tho present-day light 
comedies boast. Every time the viewer 
thinks new twists have been exhausted, 
the picture takes a sudden turn, involv- 
ing matters all the more or injecting a 
novel angle. 

The difficulties the heroime has in 
keeping her job in the big-town depart- 
ment store, coupled with her ignorance 
of the boy friend's identity and efforts 
to entertain relatives from South Burlap, 
the home town, make for material that 
kecps Home James within the pale of 
thoroly amusing film fare. William 
Beaudine is to be lauded for his clever 
direction, and the title writer for the 
captions. 

Charles Delaney acquits himself credit- 
ably opposite Miss La Plante. The rest 
of the cast doesn’t matter. hero and 
heroine carry the picture easily 

Miss La Plante has done better things 
than Home James, but that’s not a slam 
by a long shot. R. C.

(FBO) 


At the Stanley 

There must be a frightful scarcity of 
product when theaters begin to play this 
old Harry Carey Western, reissued by 
FBO for the smaller houses that appar- 
ently don't care a great deal what they 
play. This old tintype of the movies, 
with the yellow titles, blurred photog- 
raphy and intiquated dress, isn’t even 
suitable for the “dumps” as one- 
half of a double-feature program. In a 
word, it's terrible for present-day use. 

Carey is seen as a candidate for sheriff 
who is rescusd from a frameup barely in 
time to save the heroine from the vil- 
lain’s hands. Noah Beery, looking much 
younger than he is now, plays the part 
of our hero's enemy, while others in the 
cast are Thomas Jefferson, Tully Marshall, 
Vola Vale and William Steele. 

Good: Men and True is interesting only 
by virtue of its antiquity and the laughs 
this provokes. The gallery at the Stan- 
ley whistled in derision, when it was 
caught.

“Five-and-Ten-Cent Annie’’ 
(WARNER BROS) 
At the Clinton 

When the Warners turned this one 
out they must have been desperately 
shy of story material. Louise Fazenda, 
who is a very capable comedienne, finds 
it impossible to give much better than 
a slap-stick perfortnmance in jitney 
Annie, in which she is cofeatured with 
Clyde Cook. 

The picture is cheaply thrown to- 
gether and was made before the Warner 
coffers began to swell from Vitaphone 
returns, The plot, if one actually exists,

means nothing to the story, which is 
only a hodgepodge. 

It has the ancient gag of the poor 
boy left a fortune by an eccentric rela- 
tive. This he inherits on the provision 
that he fulfills some silly demand stipu- 
lated by the addle-pated old gentleman 
in his last will and testament. He 
manages, despite the obstacles thrown 
in his way by the “heavy”, who wins if 
he loses, to satisfy the deceased and 
marries the gal from the 5-and-10 
emporium. 

William Demarest is the “heavy”, and 
Roy Del Ruth gets whatever credit may 
be accruing from the direction. The 
photography and titles are probably the 
best part of the picture. Good for noth- 
ing better than houses with the very 
lowest admission rate. J. E. P. 


“Lady of Petrograd’ 
(AMER-ANGLO) 
At Loew's New York 


Another great boost for American- 
made pictures. This is so poorly thrown 
together that the poorest of Hollywood's 
offerings might give it a handicap and 
still finish in front. The principals ail 
the way thru overact their roles, and 
while they do not entertain, succeed at 
least in providing a boring screen play 
for the least critical audiences. 

The story has its opening in Russfa at 
the time of the revolution, and the scene 
is then shifted to Paris. It is tragedy 
plus, not an iota of comedy relief being 
introduced thruout the production, which 
incidentally bears the Affiliated European 
stamp. A little comedy at least might 
have relieved the monotony. 

Emmy Lynn, as the Russian countess, 
whose lover is shot by a displeased hus- 
band, overacts thruout. Jacques Cote- 
lain, who has the dual role of the slain 
lover and the new soulmate she meets in 
Paris, is impossible. In his love sequences 
he is very Harry Langdonian. 

Roger Karl, the aged husband, has a 
mania for eliminating his wife’s admirers 
with a six-shooter. He very considerately 
drinks himself to death, thus making 
possible the union of Henri Cassel (Cote- 
lain) and the dissatisfied wife. This is 
without a doubt one of the least inter- 
esting and the most palpably crude of 
recent foreign productions shown in New 
York. It hardly makes suitable enter- 
tainment for the least important of the 
“grind” houses. J. E. P. 


“Sweet Sixteen” 
(TREM CARR) 
At Loew's New York 

A reasonably entertaining little story, 
directed by Scott Pembroke and released 
thru Rayart. You will like Sweet Sirteen 
if it is not regarded with too critical an 
eye.. While the first part of the picture 
holds the interest, it begins to drag un- 
necessarily toward the finish. 

Helen Foster, a charming little blonde 
with a million-dollar screen face, steals 
the picture right from under the nose 
of Gertrude Olmstead, supposedly the 
featured player. The girl gives a con- 
vincing performance, and does not look 
a day Older than the 16-year youngster 
she is called upon to portray in the story 
She easily sails away unhampered with 
whatever screen honors Sweet Sirteen is 
productive of. 

Lydia Titus, a clever character woman, 
seen as the girl's grandmother, is second 
to Miss Foster in perfection. Miss O]m- 
stead, as the older sister, does litile to 
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distinguish herself from the remainder 
of the cast. 

Among the male players, Gladden 
James, cast as a roue artist, who goes in 
for preying on 16-year-old girls, has 
things all his own way. Reginald 
Sheffield, who plays opposite Miss Olm- 
stead, is sort of a mystery-—one wonders 
why he was ever cast for the role. He 
is too theatrical to appear natural. 

The story is simple. It deals with the 
younger and older sister that harbor a 
cherming dislike for each other until 
the final fadeout, when everything is set 
right. J. E. P. 


“The Circus Kid” 
(FBO) 
In Projection Room 

The kiddie craze stafted by Jackie 
Coogan may be as petered out as the 
police-dog fad, but Tie Circus Kid, with 
bright-eyed little Frankie Darro, he of 
some eight or nine years, stands excel- 
lent chances of pleasing anyone who 
liked, or still likes, the Coogan stuff. 
The mothers and girls will fall for 
young Darro, and the kids, particularly 
in this picture of the sawdust ring, 
will find him their only idea of a hero. 
That alone ought to sell The Circus Kid 
if exhibitors, always anxious to get the 
kid trade, are wise to themselves. 

Grownups won't ignore it, if ex- 
hibitors worry over this angle, because 
of the picture’s story, atmosphere and 
action. The locale thruout is a circus 
lot, where the adventures of Darro, who 
joins the Poodles Hanneford act, share 
footage honors with a love triangle be- 
tween two lion trainers and a girl. As 
the Pagliacci of the story Joe E. Brown 
goes to the rescue of his rival, saving 
the latter's life but losing his own 
when one of the lions escapes from the 
cage. Helen Costello and Sam Nelson 
handie this end of the picture with 
Brown. In the last reel the action piles 
up excitingly enough to satisfy most 
anyone. 

George B. Sietz directed, handling his 
Story smoothly and injecting colorful 
atmosphere and glamour. 

Fifteen thousand showmen still won’t 
be wrong if they book this one. R.C

Reviewed Thursday evening, Septem- 
ber 13, at Proctor’s 86th Street Theater, 
New York. Style—Freak exhibition. Set- 
ting-——-In, three (special). Time—Sirzteen 
minutes. 

The Gibb girls, born joined torcether 
at the hip, are to general knowledce 
related. in their freak value to but one 
other pair in the world. These are the 
Hilton girls, Daisy and Violet. The Gibb 
girls are younger and have the advan- 
tage of being touted as native Ameri- 
cans; another feather in their cap ts 
that their mother, Mrs. John R. Gibb. 
traveling with them and making appear- 
Aanoxs, is the possessor of the description. 
“the only mother to survive the birth 
of Siamese twins.” Tho the appeal of 
an act of this kind is believed to be 
built on a structure of pity and sym- 
pathy, the master showman responsible 
for routing this exhibition has suc- 
ceeded in boiling this factor down to a 
minimum. 


All attempts at courting pity are 
absent; should any painful sympathy 
be aroused by viewing this act the 


fault lies with the sufferer rather than 
with any device or trick on the part of 
the stager. Neatly attired in semi- 
formal dresses, the girls are led thru 
their wholesome rigamarole by Ray 
Traynor, who did similar work with the 
Hilton giris. Traynor is a smooth- 
working announcer, a clever pianist, and 
in his execution of both roles happily 
keeps himself in place, always thrust- 
ing the girls into the limelight. 
Traynor imparts a streak of cenial 
humor to the act, a factor such attrac- 
tions sadly need. The doings include 
patter by the trio, with the girls speak- 
ing their lines in perfect unison most 
of the time. Traynor plays an intro- 
ductory song-talking bit on the ivories 
and when the girls made their entrance 
at this show they were greeted with a 
voluminous and proJonged hand. Thev 
include among their achievements the 
warbling of a Pollyanna special, There's 
@ Reason, and @ parodic arrangement of 
Together; also some excellent piano 
Playing in duo. As a finale the girls do 
some steps by themselves and also with 
the Sherr boys as partners. The Sherrs 
filled an earlier spot on the bill.

NEW YORK. Sept. 15—Dr. Lee De 
Forest, pioneer in the sound field, who 
with De Forest Phonofilm has remained 
in the background while Movietone, 
Vitaphone and others forged ahead, an- 
nounces completion of experiments in 
recording refining sounds to the point 
where unnatural reproduction has been 
eliminated. 

The completion of these experiments 
marks De Forest’s readiness to offer 
Phonofilm to the theaters, saying that 
“it will be acceptable as a new form cf 
entertainment rather than as a novelty.” 

De Forest announces he discontinued 
production until his plan to overcome 
the failure to register certain overtones 
had been worked out. 

“Final proof was only attained last 
week that the refinement was workable 
when we registered in a natural manner 
both a whisper and the tinkle of a 
sleighbell on the same strip of film,” 
says the inventor. “No longer need a 
telephone bell in a sound picture give 
the reaction of a buzzer sounding, and 
there is no longer any need of talk 
about screen voices. All voices can now 
be recorded and projected in a natural 
manner.”

vaudeville will thereby draw those to its 
box offices who would not otherwise be 
bothered. Speculation is rife, but the 
results remain to be seen. The outcome 
Wil he both interesting and highly Im- 
portact to bookers as a scientific experi- 
ment of the tastes of the 1928 audience.

Root. 
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Single Slip Is Death 
In Bullet-Catching Act 


More than 100 years ago—to be exact, 
in November, 1824, a remarkable exhibi- 


tion was scheduled for Arnstadt, Ger- 
many, before the Prince of Schwarts- 
wae Geet A celebrated magi- 
cian named De Linsky was to give a per- 
formance of legerdemain, and his great- 


est was to be the marvelous bullet-catch- 
ng trick, ome of the most sensational 
feats ever presented. 

De Linsky had prepared a program 
suited to his royal audience. He per- 
formed his mysterious tricks effectively, 
and gained much applause from the spec- 
tators. The grand climax arrived when 
he announced Madame @e Linsky, his 
wife, as the principal performer in the 
bullet mystery. She took her place in 
the center of the room, and at De Lin- 
sky's command, a squad of soldiers 
marched in, armed with muzzle-loading 
muskets, the type of firearms used in 
those days. 

Each soldier exhibited a cartridge, con- 
taining ball and powder, and a the 
spectators looked on im tense anticipa- 
tion, the guns were loaded and “the sol- 
diers took their position a short distance 
from Madame de Linsky. The muskets 
were raised and leveled at the human 
target. The magician, calm and steady, 
gave the order to fire. 

The deafening roar of a dozen muskets 
broke the. silence that had held the 
audience. All eyes were upon the woman 
in the center of the room. She stood 
there, smiling, for a momegt; then her 
body swayed, and she cried in a fright- 
ened voice: 

“Husband, I am shot!” 

Before De Linsky could reach his wife 
she had fallen to the floor, unconscious 
All efforts to revive her failed. She had 
been mortally wounded, and died a short 
time later. 

This terrible tragedy was due to a mis- 
take in the performance of the bullet 
trick which has caused the death of 
more than a score of persons during & 
period of 150 years 

Invented in 1780 by Philip Astley, an 
Englishman, the bullet trick was orig- 
inally intended to prevent two duelists 
from injuring each other. Astley, a clev- 
er amateur conjurer, devised a plan 
whereby he could extract bullets from 
@ loaded pistol, and thus allow anyone 
to offer himself as a target, without 
fear of injury. 

Professional magicians learned the 
secret of the trick and designed various 
improrements, which enabled them to 
present the mystery in various forms. 
Properly performed, no injury would re- 
sult, but a single slip in the trick would 
mean death. No mefhod has proved 
be flawless. 

A conjurer named De Grisy killed his 
son at Strassbourg; a Hindu magician 
lost his life in Dublin, and other fatalities 
resulted.- Yet magicians persisted in the 
performance of the bullet trick until 
finally, on March 23, 1918, an American 
named William Robinson, who appeared 
as the great Chinese conjurer, Chung 
Ling Soo, was killed im a London theater. 
Since then the bullet trick has been vir- 
tually abandoned. 

Various causes contributed to these 
accidents. In some cases, the magician 
made a mistake; in others, extra loads 
“mere secretly placed in the guns by 
mbers of the committee. But in the 
path of Madame de Linsky one of the 
“soldiers was at fault, and the guilty man 
Was never discovered. 

The secret of De Linsky’s trick de- 
pended upon the aid of his subordi- 
nates. The cartridges used by De Linsky 
were real ones, and could be thoroly in- 
spected. At the performance in Arn- 
stadt, one of the assistants failed in his 
duty. 

Profiting by this experience and other 


fatalities, many famous magicians, such 
as Robert Houdin, Anderson and Herr- 


mann “the Great”, presented the bullet 
trick without injury in many perform- 
ences. Each one used precautions which 
were calculated to give safety, and for 
many years there were no fatalities ex- 
cept emong obscure performers who were 
inexperienced and incapable. 

But Robinson, a master of modern 
magic, had all the knowledge of his pred- 
ecessors at his disposal. Yet he lost 
his life performing the bullet mystery 
thru a defect in the rifle. 

No. metter how cleverly the bullet 
trick may be performed, no matter what 
precautions may be taken, the element 
of danger will always remain, and the 


grim specter of death will overshadow 
the intrepid mortal who attempts it.

Allow me to call your attention to the 
statement of the ballot committee at 
that time, signed by Johnson, Lybarger, 
Burleigh, Crawford and Robison, show- 
ing the votes cast for president as fol- 
lows: Durbin, 168; Schieldge. 5; Vintus, 
112; a majority of only 56 in favor of 
Durbin. 

“And at this time please allow me to 
inform the magical world that it was 
only thru my actions that Durbin was 
running in this election, because only 
one solitary member from New York 
State nominated him for president, but 
I ran his name on the ballots regardless 
and did everything in My power to get 
the members to vote for him, as I 
thought ine would be a good man to take 
my place. 

“After four years of hard work and 
sacrifice for the I. B. M., I was forced 
to give up The Linking Ring and re- 
buked to the point of resignation be- 
cause I tried to give the members too 
much by spending too much money on 
thelr magazine. My idea was not to 
hoard the money, but give it back to 
the members. But let my personal 
wrongs take care of themselves

an easy matter to.swell @ treasury, but 
goodwill can’t be bought with dollars 
and cents.”

Yea, God bless him, he was my best 
friend, now gone to his glory. He got 
me my first real advance work with 
the Primrose & West Minstrels. I was 
40 years in minstrelsy, cultivating the 
soll and some time I will send The Bill- 
board some ‘minstrel memories’ that 
will be read, kept and talked about. 
Wish I could hear from Cobe, Eddie 
and Lassés every week. I would like to 
hear from all the ‘black opry’ folks, 
young and old.” Uncle Milt is a promi- 
nent citizen of Lake City these days and, 
a< Billy Emerson used to sing, “living 
On the sunny side of Easy street.” 


G. H. BARLOW III, scion of the fa- 
mous old minstrel star of half a cen- 
tury ago, reports from Binghamton, N. 
Y., under date of September 10: “The 
Dan Fitch Minstrels was the feature at- 
traction at the Capitol Theater here last 
week. If one thinks that minstrelsy is 
passe and has almost been forgotten he 
should have seen the crowds which 
flocked to see this show. Binghamton 
has always been a home of minstrel 
fan< as well as minstrel men. The Neil 
O'Brien Show for many years opened 
the season heye and likewise the George 
Wilson Shows, which opened here at 
the old Stone Opera House, but re- 
rehearsed in Elmira, 60 miles away. In 
days gone by people looked forward with 
great interest to the coming of one of 
the great minstrel aggregations in Au- 
gust and January each year. Dan Fitch 
has a fine brand of modern minstrelsy, 
including strands of the old-time show 
woven ‘nto an up-to-date live-wire unit. 
Emmet Miller is a scream and his most 
unusual type of gag gets away big. Lesly 
Berry apparently has not changed a bit. 


He is the same great interlocutor of 
other days. The first part is full of 
rood songs. jokes and dances, followed 


by an olio of eccentric dancers, comedy 
bits and a musical offering. The last 
act, Memories of Minstrels, should de- 
light any minstrel] lover. Minstrels on 
Poerade, with the entire company in flow- 
ing white and red cloaks marching 
across the stage into the railroad sta- 
tien and realistically off to delight 
thousands in distant cities, is a real re- 
minder of those good old minstrel days.” 


“WHY CANT FELLOWS like Bert 
Swor and Lasses White get together and 
form a ‘big-time’ minstrel show?” 
Larry Woltz, who is traveling with the 
White Sox, writes from Cleveland. Hun- 
dreds of the boys know Larry as one of 
the most enthusiastic minstrel fans 
Chicago ever produced. For 16 years he 
bas been the baseball writer on The 
Chicago Herald-Examiner. Larry be- 
lieves minstrelsy ‘- due for a comeback 
end needs only the right leadership to 
re-establish it, despite the dirricuit road 
conditions. Hear him: “Too bad the 
grand old cork opry is falling by the 
wayside. In June I was in Boston with 
the White Sox and was a guest at the 
opening of Ring Lardner’s and George 
Cehan’s baseball play, Elmer the Great.

And Reese Prosser, now here 
working for an express company, sanz 
Dear Old Girl? And Tom McKenna, the 
red-headed baritone, sang Good Night, 
Beloved, Good Night? What a wonderful 
bunch of real entertainers! And good 
old Lew Dockstader (some time ago) 
with Carroll Johnson, Neil O’Brien and 
Eddie Leonard as the comics, with Lew 
himself, and ballad aingers such as 
Manuel Romaine, Gray Weller, Jim 
Fradiey and the best of all yodelers, Matt 
Keefe? The latter, a great little chap, 
died of the ‘flu’. Why can't some of the 
big fellows get together? The public is 
ripe for the bDlack-face stuff. A few 
years ago Harry Ridings, now dead and 
yone, who was George Cohan's Chicavco 
representative for years, and was treas- 
urer on the Al Field Show many years 
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ago, had an idea that the time had come 
for a big minstrel show. I became in- 
terested and had good backing in Chi- 
cago We interested Frank Conroy 
(Conrey and LeMaire}, and our mutual 
friend. Al Jolson, liked the idea. But 
it petered out just when it was bloom- 
ing into something real. I can get away 
with a few ‘do you remember whens’ 
George Wilson and his show played 
Palatka, Fla. The Gorman Bros.’ Min- 
strels played the same town. Joe Gor- 
ton, the best baritone horn player in 
Captivity, was with his father’s min- 
strels. Jake Welby and Pearl were on 
the same show. Dan Quinlan was the 
middie man on the Field show. Later 
he and Jimmy Wall owned a show. Jack 
Sample, Walter Brower and Joe Burns 
were ballad singers on the same show 
Brower singing I'm Wearing My Heart 
Away for You. Hi Henry. who could blow 
a cornet like Pop Coburn, had a min- 


etrei show wildcatting thru the South. 
Emii Subers sang I've Said My Last 
Farewell, Toct, Toot, Good-By, with 


Quinlan and Wall. 
Pittsburgh monolog on’ the Dockstader 
show. And George Evans! The last 
minstrel show I saw—I mean a rea! one 
—was right here. Jimmy Callahan. then 
manager of the White Sox, and I went 
to see the Honey Boy show. Vaughan 
Comfort was middie and Sam Lee and 
Johnny King principal ends. And a 
great singing show he had. Let's hope 
that minstrelsy will not die. It’s an 
American institution and some of the 
bright stars of the stage today got 
their start back of the cork.”

PERRY DILLEY'’S ‘PUPPETS. Petry 
i mace their debut at 
of California in .1922. 
Since then they have played in all parts 
of the State of California. The winter 
season is devoted to a tour of the North 
and the spring season to a tour of the 
South. Every summer Mr. Dilley teaches 
a class in puppetry at the Drama Teach- 


ers’ Summer School of the Theater, 
Berkeicy, said to be the only class of 
its xind on the Pacific Coast Mr. Dil- 
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ley’s puppets are hand puppets. He de- 
signed and made the marionettes for 
Ellen Van Volkenburg’s famous produc- 
tion of Shakespeare’s A Midsummer 
Night's Dream in San Francisco in 1924. 

Mr. Dilley'’s repertory includes travesty 
and delicate little plays in the farce 
mood, such as are employed by the 
Japanese as comic interludes between 
their serious dramas. 


MARIONETTE WORKSHOP THEATER. 
On June 7, 1928, the Marionette Theater 
held opsn house at its studio, 264 
Asylum street, Hartford, Conn. This was 
its first public affair since its organiza- 
tion about six months ago. The open 
hovse gave visitors a chance to view 
the many artistic steps necessary to the 
full development of the maerionette. 
Members of the group exhibited methods 
of modeling heads, painting sotnery, 
lighting, costuming, stage constructing, 
building and manipulating the mario- 
nette, and in writing and producing of 
plays. All work In the Marionette Work- 
shop is directed by William Herrschaft, 
of New York, an illuminating engineer 
of New York, who is residing at Hartford. 


The studio is equipped with a small 
stage invented by Mr. Herrschaft and 
has a complete lighting system. This 


group’s most recent production was Peer 
Gynt. 


SUE HASTINGS’ MARIONETTES. Five 
years ago Sue Hastings was a student 


in a playwriting course at Columbia 
College, New York City. During the 


course Miss Hastings became interested 
in puppets. Experimenting, she modeled 
marionettes in plasticine, made casts of 
heads and painted them, constructed 
stage sets and sewed costumes. After 
becoming an adept In manipulating the 
puppets she presented a marionette 
troupe with such success that she has 
today five troupes on tour, using over 
100 puppets. These troupes present fash- 
ion shows, nursery tales, classic one-act 
plays and vaudeville skits written by 
Miss Hast'ngs. 


THE TATTERMAN MARIONETTES. In 
October, 1923, two young men, William 
Duncan and Edward Mabley, both mem- 
bers of a little theater group, decided 
that they were sufficiently versed in the 
art of puppetry to organize a mario- 
nette repertory company. Since that Oc- 
tober the repertory company has given 
over 1,500 performances before approxi- 
mately a half million people. To take 
care of the many engagements which 
come to them the organization of a 
second company was hecessary. Associ- 
ated with the two young men is Cath- 
erine Reighard, of New York, formerly a 
student of the Yale School of the Drama, 
who writes, or dramatizes most of the 
material used. Short plays and panto- 
mimes are produced in schools, colleges 
and theaters. 


GOLDSMITH-ENGLE MARIONETTES. 
The Goldsmith-Engle Marionettes are 
producing Beauty and the Beast, a fan- 
asy, at the Marionette Studio, Lés An- 
geles, Calif. This group has a portable 
art theater, equipped completely with 
properties, curtains and full lighting ap- 
paratus. The stage is set up in schools 
or wherever a marionette performance 
is desired. We have just learned from 
Fanny Goldsmith-Engle, director of. the 
company, that the Goldsmith-Engle or- 
ganization is planning a school of mar- 
ionettes, where the complete art of 
making marionettes and producing pup- 
pet plays will be taught 


HARRY BURNETT'S MARIONETTES. 
Known formerly as the Yale Puppeteers, 
the Harry Burnett Marionettes are pur- 
suing their sixth annual summer tour 
thru New England, entertaining at sum- 
mer resorts, clubs and playhouses. The 
company travels in a large touring car 
and a truck, carrying a company of 60 
puppets. Two productions are featured, 
Hansel and Gretel, for children’s mat- 
nees, and Bluebeard. A symphony or- 
chestra of puppets is one of the novel- 
ties offered and music is provided by 

no. orthophonic victrola - nd a hurdy- 
gurdy The company has ‘een greatly 
enlarged over previous seasons and plans 
an extensive fall and winter tour a» far

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south as Florida and as far west as 
Chicago. It also hopes to tour Cuba. 


THEODORE TILLER'S MARIONETTES. 
Theodore Tiller I, the 15-year-old son 
of Theodore Tiller, a newspaperman, of 
Washington, D. C., started with paper 
dolls in a cardboard theater About five 
years ago. He continued his experi- 
ments until he was able to model 
papier-mache heads from mewspaper 
pulp and paste. These heads are dif- 
ferent from the ordinary puppet heads, 
however, being natural looking and 
handsome rather than grotesque. His 
mother makes bodies for the mvario- 
nettes, which are weighted down with 
buckshot. Black linen thread is used 
in manipulation. Young Tiller, being a 
student in the Manual Training School 
at Washington, found it easy to con- 
struct a miniature theater. 


He has shown his marionettes at sum- 
mier resorts, where he rented a large 
store for exhibition purposes, and at pri- 
vate parties, schools and churches. He 
has an e@ligagement in a New York 
church this fall, and he has been busy 
all summer giving three performances a 
week, from which he realized $15 a per- 
formance. One of the events of his 
season was a Japanese maricnette play 
in which he was assisted by the wife 
of the Japanese ambassador, Madame 
Matsudaira. 

The youth finds time also to direct 
a company of children known as the 
Mount Pleasant Players in Washington. 
He writes plays which are performed vy 
the juvenile cast on a stage which young 

iller’s mother had built for him in a 
house. One of the most reecnt pro- 
Guctions of the youthful group was 
Theodcore’s own version of Ten Nights in 
a Barroom. A backyard circus is one of 
the events of the season. being attended 
by adults as well as children. 


eHARRIET I TASLEYS PUPPETEERS. 
Miss Peasiey adopted the marionette as 
a hobby. Today marionettes constitute 
her profession. This group of puppetecrs 
provides entertainment for children and 
adults. 

At the top of Miss Peasley’s home at 
Tree Hill, Mass., is a studio where the 
puppeteer models heads in clay. Her 
most reecnt work was the preparation 
of a cast for The Butterfiy That 
Stemped, adapted from Kipling’s Just So 
Stories. Miss Peasley works with clay, 
papier mache, paint brishes and paint. 
A recent interviewer quotes Miss Peasicy 
as stating that the early religious mar- 
lonette was an efMigy of Mary, hence the 
name marionette. 

Miss Peasieys® marionettes are very 
iifelike. Among them are Snouch, a 
dog. a ludicrous fellow, and the . Hen 
That Laid the Golden Feg, which per- 
forms so many tricks that she must 
have an unusual number of strings. 

The Peasiecy stage is tn sections, which 
are taken apert and packed in store 
boxes. The work of setting up and 
taking down the marionette theater is 
sald to reculre three hours 

Harriet Peasicy’s marionette hobby has

Asymmetric balance means an equal 
balancing of trimming on both sides of 
& diagonal line, but placed differently. 
This form of balancing is illustrated by 
a diagonal] line, running from shoulder 
to hem, the balancing differing on each 
side of the center line of the figure. 
This tnfluence is present in the {fall 
mode 

Bilateral balance assures conventional 
or unsophisticated effects, effects which 
please the sense of balance. 

Asymmetrical balance insures sophis- 
ticated and unusual effects. 

For instance, a bow on the left shoul- 
der finds asymmetric balance in a bow 
on the opposite hip. Were both bows 
placed on the same side, it would be 
necessary to place trimmings at or be- 
low the hip on the opposite side. 


The bilateral balance is the friend 
of the too thin or not well-balanced 
figure. The thin’ women should avoid 


the horizontal lines or angular effects 
in apparel or millinery, for they cer- 
tainly are clongating. 

Asymmetric balance, because of its 
adherence to the diagonal, slenderizes. 
A slenderizing gown in a recent musical 
comedy, worn by a short and rather 
broad figure, showed a shoulder strap of 
the own's material on one side. From 
that shoulder strap the diagonal line 
sloped to the opposite side, which was 
held by a longer shoulder strap of rhine- 
stones. Slick drapery at the hip sloped 
diagonally, as did two tiers of the skirt 
which fell into pointed side drapes. 

A V decolictage, VY seamings and 
pointed hemlines carry the eye up and 
down and create the illusion of slender 
length. 

An instance of the disregard of proper 
balancing in costuming was exemplified 
at a matinee concert which we attended 
recently. The singer, a beautiful woman 
and a gifted artist, appeared on the 
platform in a semi-formal gown which 
spoiled “the picture” entirely. She was 
rather broad for her height, a defect 
which was emphasized by the wearing 
of a large-brimmed hat with flat silk 
pastel flowers, massed under the left 
side of the brim. A bouquet of the 
same flowers nestled on the left shoul- 
der, and, horrors, another bouquet of 
the same kind rested over a fanlike 
drapery flowing from the hip on the 
same «ije. The neckline of her gown 
prescrithal a broad curve which empha- 
sized unduly the broadness of her face 
She not only appeared stout and un- 
graceful, but seemed lopsided as well, 
the last effect due to an indiscriminav 
grouping of trimmings. 

Decide on the lines which your figure 
requires, choose the fabrics best sulted 
to the development of the silhouet you 
adopt, and you will always appear wel! 
dressed. 

Taffeta lentis itself admirably to the 
bilateral balance, Soft materials are 
better sulted to the asymmetric influ- 
ence which is elongating. 

Millinery is so varied this year that 
you will find no difficulty in apply!ng 
the same principles to hats.

Each actor worked 
in front of a white screen to accentuate 
his features. Everything showed red In 
of the neon lamps used, and a 
special makeup was required to counter- 
act any indefiniteness that might have 
been caused 

Neither the technique of the stage nor 


the licht 


of the screen was adequate for this 
test, and an entirely new one may have 
to be evolved to care for such broad- 
casts Every effort was made to bring 


out the eyes of the players and to define 
sharply the mouths and nostrils. The 
skin was softly shaded and shine re- 
moved, and diamonds and other bright 
objects giving hard refiections had to be 
dispensed with. 

The play used for the test was The 
Queen’s Messenger, a one-act play, writ- 
ten by J. Hartley Manners some years 
ago. It has only two characters, which 
were played by Izetta Jewel, an Equity 
member, and Maurice Randall, and the 
hands were doubled by Joyce Evans Rec- 
tos and William J. Toniski. 

The greatest handicap in the broad- 
cast so far is that the images were shown 
in small apertures of the receivers only 
three inches square. The matter of re- 
ception is still mostly personal. But the 
apparatus for a12-inch image on ascreen 
10 feet from the projector was also 
shown by Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson, 
consulting engineer of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, according to The 
New York Morning World of September 
12. With this difficulty solved, it will be 


( only a matter of time before these images 


can be broadcast to a big screen at the 
end of a large theater, and performances 
in a studio or in another theater can be 
relayed to an indefinite number of sub- 
scribers. 

There is in this nothing at which the 
legitimate actor may take fright. The 
new technique is different from the old 
and will require study and experimenta- 
tion to master, but it will offer chances

Frederick Thompson---A Tribute 


By JOSEPH PAZEN 


With the passing of Frederick Thomp- 
s0n this mortal sphere lost a gentfus. 
He has not, alas, been replaced in amuse- 
ments. 

Thompson was of the group that in- 
cluded Roltair, Ferris, Cody, Dunni- 
vant, Bayless, Hagenbeck, Bostock and 
a coterie of originators in a big way. 

Each filled a particular niche that 
electrified and teemed with originality. 


At the end of the trail—San Fran- 
cisco in 1915, with its glorious Golden 
Gate, Frederick Thompson, the dreamer. 
amid regal splendor wrought by numer- 
ous tokensadn his studio of the strange 
and barbaric and the mystifying, strug- 
gled with his foe, cruel commercialisms, 

unted finances, for the enaction of 


his most fascinating, joyful “Toyland”. 
Almost as tragic as was Irving in 
his Shylock was the downcast Thomp- 
son when he realized his brain child 
was to be curtailed. 
When the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition was unfolded to the 


gaping thousands, Thompson, wrapped 
in his own reveries, gazed on his bi- 
sected creation. 

“The world today ts made up mostly 
of 50 percenters,” was his simple allu- 
sion to whet might have been a fair 
within a fair. 

With the approach of periods that will 
reveal another Chicago spectacle, a Man- 
hattan exposition and Los Angeles in 
the offing bidding for an opportunity 


to show its effects to feast the vision 
we wonder “who and how?” 


Where will we find another “Creation” 


“Under and Over the Sea”, ferrie wheel 
battle abbey, the cascades and visions of 
man’s accomplishments in the air, un- 


der the sea and in the bowels of the 


earth decades before becoming practical 
or universal? 

None of these brilliant impresarios 
lived commercially. Their greatest re- 
ward came with the rtalizgation that 
they satisfied. Said Thompson: “The 
problem of the showman is not to «et 
a crowd, but how best to satisfy one.” 

Thompson during those trying days 
of the early war period seemed to find 
consolation In unburdening himself to 
the writer. 

“Showmen should only think of the 


artistic. A $25 a week . ‘erk can look 
after the financial results of his cre- 
ativeness in the box office. 


“How easily the public becomes fllu- 
sioned. One Fourth of July we had a 
record-breaking crowd at Luna Park. 
The newspapers said 2,000,000 people 
were there. The turnstiles showed 
125,000. 

“When Dundy and I finished Luna 
Park we planned to retire and take the 
rest of life easy—then we bullt the New 
York Hippodrome and got into show 
business. 

“Sometimes a messenger boy can give 
n great idea. 

“It does not require brains to imitate,” 
In the last issue of The Billboard we 
read of the financiel wizards of Chicago 
theatricals appointed to handle the af- 
fairs of the coming world’s fair. With 
all their keenness and plethorie funds 
will we be enthralled as we were by 
Wooded Island, the Midway Plaisance 
or the myriad of other enchantments 
of that yesterday, the memories of which 
cannot be effsced? 

Will they eclipse that Chicago day 
crowd of 1,600,000 (that were registered) 
with a mile of fence tore down bidding 
all to enter who would without pay or 
challenge?

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AILED by dozens of critics aS & mas- 

H terpiece of realistic writing, Jim 
Tully's Circus Parade enjoyed im- 

mediate popularity and was ballyhooed 
as the true story of the inside of circus 
ife. 
Fortunately for Mr. Tully, few people 
had ever seem the inside of @ circus. To 
those who have seen the inner workings 
of any sort of a circus Tully's book was 
no more than old-fashioned melodrama 
minus the Mly-white hero and. heroine. 

Tully paints in dark colors, with no 
lightening contrasts. Almost the only 
ikable character in the entire book was 
Denna Wyoming, the negro lon tamer. 
Tully kills him in an early chapter, 
leaving the readers to gloat over a 
strange collection of wild aninals, wild 

ple and the weirdest, most incredible 
collection of yarns ever printed. 


In his book, Beggars of Life, Tully 
writes that he was to travel with a 
“great circus”, Evidently he referred to 
the circus described in Circus Parade. 
Between the writing of the two books 
Tully's “great circus” has changed to 
a measly, rotten, dirty, unkempt aggre- 
gation of junk, animals and people, 
known in the jargon of circusdom as a 
"10-car outfit’. Such a show, instead 
of being a “great circus” as Tully de- 
scribed it in Beggars of Life. is as small 
as 2 show can become and still remain 
a circus 

If there is an?thing on earth a circus 
man knows it is geography. But Tully 
trips badly om geography. He says, in 
Ctreus Pcrade, we traveled as far inland 
ag Beaumont, Tex.” Rand-McNally says 
Beaumont is a port. In the late effort 
to make the world safe for democracy 
Beaumont was the scene of hectic ship- 
buliding, with thousands of loya] Demo- 
crats on the payrolls. True, none of 
these chips ever went to sea, but I 
have seen sea-going vessels tn port at 
Beaumont. 


Tully calls his alleged circus the 
Cameron Shows. In a description of 
the untimely end of the circus fat lady 
he claims her body was transported to 
the graveyard in an “elephant cage”. 
From a lifetime of contact with circuses, 
including little “mud shows” which 
travel overland, without benefit of rall- 
roads. on up to the one “Big show”, with 
ite 40 elephants ‘and 98 cars, I have 
never seen an elephant cage. I ques- 
tioned elephant tratners who have known 
every clephant owned by any American 
circus for the past 30 years. Not one 
of them ever saw an elephant cage. They 
hooted at the idea. Instead of being 
hauled in cages, clephants haul wagons 
and the cage wagons of the cat animals 

The description, as written by Tully, 
of getting the circus equipment on and 
off the 10 railroad cars is as accurate 
af &@ politician's alibl to his ward leader. 
All circuses use a method of loading 
and unloading originated in Civil War 
times by a famous circus man whose 
show played New England towns. His 
loadine methods were so good that vir- 
tually mo changes have been made in 
thes. But Tully imaugurates many 
chanres In his book He explains how 
the Cameron Shows carried flat cars 
and then goes ahead and writes, “the 
canvas, the poles, stakes, seats and other 
Paraphernalia were piled im baggage 
cars.” Ask any Boy Scout who has ever 
carried water for the elephants as nis 
@ally good deed and he will explain thet 
al circus paraphernalia ts loaded on 
Wagons at the lot. These loaded wagons 
tre drawn on flat cars, made fast with 
blocks provided for the purpose and 
transported with their loads 

The only thing resembling baggage 
cars on a circus are the animal cars, 
which carry elephants, horses and other 
animals which are not caged. Even the 
cage wagons are transported on flat cars. 
The personnel, of course, rides in sleep- 
Ing cars, or perhaps the privilege car. 
which is a sort of club car occasionally 
found as part of the circus train. 


This method of moving the circus 
eliminates, of course, two loadings and 
two unloadings at each removal ; 
What was done with the empty wagons, 
or what the flat cars transported, he 
fails to state 

Th his description of the tents used 
by the Cameron Shows Mr Tully again 
exhibits his vast ignorance of the circus 
He claims the shows used a “80-foot big 
“Op and a 70-foot rownd top, with two 
30-foot micidie pieces.” Since circuses 
began the big top has always been the 
tent under which the performance 's 
fiven. It is invariably the biggest tent 
om the lot But Tulivy’s bie top was 
Only @ 90-foot tent while the tent he 
Calls ® round top was 150 feet long. 
Either one of the tents would have been 
too small to accommodate enough peo-

ple to have made the circus a money- 
making proposition! 

The trouble comes from Tully's ignor- 
ance of the nomenclature of circus tents. 
Any tent with two round ends is a 
“round top”. Placed together, without 
middle pleces, the two round ends would 
form a circular tent, but nearly all circus 
tents are equipped with middle pieces 
to give them greater length. Thus we 
see what a strange circus this Cameron 
outfit was. It becomes rather a mystery 
when we try to imagine what the circus 
did with a “round top” 40 feet larger 
than the “big top”. A veteran tent 
maker tells me it would have been im- 
possible for the lowliest roustabout to 
have spent an entire summer with a 
circus without learning this part of the 
simplest patois of the circus. 

In one chapter there is a delightful 
incident where Tully tells of being 
forced, at the point of a revolver, to 
fling himself from @ “baggage car” which 
was moving fast enough to complete a 
60-mile jump in two hours. This 
“baggage car” was part of the Cameron 
10-car circus train, 

As Jim tells this yarn, Cameron, the 
cireus owner, and a group of cutthroats 
were lolling in the “baggage car’. It 
was after midnight. The old “baggage 
car" creaked and groaned under its load 
of canvas, stakes, poles and human 
derelicts. Suddenly an enemy of Camer- 
on whips out a revolver and commands 
all hands to Jump from the moving car. 
All Jumped, including Tully. Then. ac- 
cording to the yarn. Tully performs a 
stunt which would turn Douglas Fair- 
banks green with envy. Instead of per- 
mitting the train to proceed with its 
business of traveling 30 miles an hour, 
Tully picked himself up, sized up the 
situation, looked ahead for obstructions 
and hopped the rear end of the train. 
Mind, he was forced to jump off this 
train, which had but 10 cars. Why he 
didn’t light a cigaret, or send a post- 
card home, I do not quite understand. 

Not. content with this outlandish yarn, 
he proceeds to claim that he tried to 
crawl along the top of the coaches to 
the engine to warn the engineer to stop 
the train. The last coach would, have 
been the railroad caboose, ag no circus 
train ever ieft the yards without the 
caboose, being under freight classifica- 
tion. Instead of risking his life crawl- 
ing over the tops of wet, slippery coacnes 
it would have been easy and safe to 
have stepped into the cupola of the 
caboose and told the trainmen of the 
sad plight of his less agile companions. 
At least one member of the train crew 
is always in the cupola, watching the 
train. 

As he tells it, when the train finally 
reached its destination he went to the 
engineer and asked him to run the train 
back and pick up Oameron and the 
ether lost members. But as everybody 
knows, the conductor and not the 
engineer is the only man who can move 
a train, once it has stopped. The en- 
gineer must await the conductor's sig- 
nal. 

These are not all the peculiarities 
in this incident which need explaining. 
Would the owner of a show who was 
hated by all his employees have been 
riding in the baggage car with them? 
He had cheated all of them at ore 
time or another. Surely his conscience 
would have made too much of a coward 
of him. Tully claims he was holding a 
conference with the boss canvasman 
concerning the next day's work. Had 
such a conference been necessary he 
would have sent for the canvasman to 
come to the private car. Circus owners 
do not seek out their flunkies to hold 
conferences with them after midnight. 

Tully describes the route of the Cam- 
eron Shows for an entire summer, and 
from early spring to late autumn this 
freak of a circus never traveled north 
of the southern tier of counties in Mis- 
sourlt. During all the swelteringly hot 
summer the circus plays Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Texas, Alabama and 
Georgcta. 

When I called Tully’s attention to this 
discrepancy he sidestepped with the 
statement that the John Robinson Cir- 
cus often played in the South when 
business would have been better in the 
Fast. In the first place Jim Tully or 
anvone could not have stated definitely 
that business would have been better 
for the John Robinson Shows in the 
Fast; that is purely a matter cf con- 
jecture, Moreover, John Robinson is the 
best known character In the South un- 
less we except John the Baptist. The 
circus that bears his name is a Southern 


favorite and people in the older South- 
ern States will mortgage next years 
crops rather than miss it. 

However, his reply is beside the point, 
for as I pointed cut, circuses simply 
cannot exist in the South until after 
“cotton has been picked and marketed. 
Yet Tully's feeble enswer is that the 
Robinson Shows played the South when 
business would heve been better else- 
where. Mr. Tully should know that I 
checked the records of the Robinson 
Show back 40 years and found no record 
of its ever having been guilty of such 
foolishness as playing an entire summer 
in the South, as did Tully’s mythical 
Cameron Shows. 

I asked one old-time circus man if any 
showman was ever known to route a cir- 
cus thru the South all summer. “Well,” 
he answered, as he shifted a generous 
gcb of Horseshoe plug, “any sap dumb 
enough to be redlighted off his own 
train might do anything—even to taking 
his outfit over such a death trail.” 
However, the fact remains that no cir- 
cuS man’s memory and no records in- 
dicate that any circus spent an entire 
menses south of Mason and Dixan's 

ne. 

The Cameron Shows are said by Tully 
to have played three-day stands in va- 
rious towns in the South. This was 
supposed to have been 20 years ago. At 
that time there was not one three-day 
stand south of St. Louis. There are only 
one or two now. But the claim that 
the clireus carried a group of thieves, 
short-change men, pickpockets and shell- 
game operators makes the three-day 
business absolutely incredible. A graft- 
ing circus makes one-day stands, leaving 
town under the cover of darkness. If 
it remainea in town three days the na- 
tives who had been cheated would carve 
up the outfit. 

IT have pointed out only a few of the 
most obvious errors in Circus Parade. His 
other books have equally ludicrous mis- 
takes. Im Beggars of Lije he telis that 
a train on which he was riding reached 
Clinton, Ia.. an hour after it left De 
Kalb, Ill. It seems suspicious that an 
experienced tramp should not know that 
De Kalb is a good two-hour run from 
Clinton, Ia 

Tully exhibits a vast interest in fat 
ladies. He describes in great detail the 
fat lady on the Cameron Shows in Cir- 
cus Parade, and in Beggars of Life he 
claims to have been the white-haired 
boy and personal flunky for a carnival 
fat lady who give him $60 a week to 
buy her supply of whisky. 

At pre-Volstead prices $60 would have 
bought 60 quarts of good whisky—as 
good as any sold in towns visited by 
the carnival. It would have bought 30 
quarts of real old XXX whisky. Jim 
says that only he and the fat lady con- 
sumed the whisky. If he bought the 
good old barreled redeye they had eight 
quarts to guzzle every 24 hours, with 
four quarts to spare. If he bought the 
XXX variety he had from four to six 
quarts every 24 hours for their drinking 
bouts. In spite of such quantities of 
whisky Jim explains that his hefty lady 
friend did her dances evey day. 

I do not know M. Tully's height, but 
if he is less than nine feet tall one inci- 
cent in Beggars of Life is utterly tnex- 
plicable. He claims to have braced his 
feet against the running board atop the 
center of a box-car roof, reached down 
with his arms and opened the box-car 
door. 

Mr. Tully’s many friends among the 
critics should try this feat. I have seen 
strong men wrestle for hours in a vain 
effort to open box-car doors. They are 
the stubbornest contraptions ever in- 
vented. I have seen a box-car door re- 
sist the efforts of three men wielding 
pinch bars and crowbars. Yet Mr. Tully 
claims to have reached down from the 
top of a moving train and opened the 
door of a boxcar. With good fortune 
this micht be possible, but bracing his 
feet against the running board on the 
center of the car roof requires a nine- 
foot man, if he is to reach the door on 
the side of the car at the same time, as 
Mr. Tully claims to have done 

Tully's books are packed with oft-told 
tales. long familiar to everyone who has 
gone over the road. These tales are the 
lore of trampdom as told to little boys 
who play around railroad yards. To men 
who have really witnessed or experienced 
tramp or circus life his tales are as real 
es Hans Christian Anderson's fairy 
stories! 

T am not sure but that he deserves 
congratulations for so successfully foo!- 
ing the critics. He has pulled the wool 
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over the piercing eyes of ob Hatae 
sage. George Jean Nathan works himself 
into a great lather urging his readers 
to read Tully’s work. William Allen 
White waxes eloquent in his praise of 
it. Scores of other critics hail Jim 
Tully's hair oil as great art. If it is 
art, any ham actor playing in Uncle 
Tom's Cabin under canvas for 10, 20 and 
30 cents is a great artist.

New Face Cry 
Hits Hollywood 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15—The film capi- 
tal, Hollywood-by-the-studio, is again in 
the throes of another great upheaval 
almost as upsetting to the established 
Screen star as the bogey of sound that 
caused so much quaking by its advent 
The new cry is for new faces to'match 
the new panchromatic film and incandes- 
cent lights now coming into generai use 
and sweeping away the old recognized 
methods of makeup. , 

Camera angles are said to have gone 
hay-wire by cameramen paid large sal- 
aries to photograph the star frem his 
most advantageous angles. Morths of 
experiments to ascertain these angles 
have gone by the boards in some cases 
and camera experts are now working out 
new angles to take their places. This and 
not plastic surgery will prevent the dis- 
astrous effect of the star’s possible fa- 
cial discrepancies finding their jay to 
the screen and shocking the disillgsioned 
admirer in Hohokus. 

John Arnold, who photographta The 
Big Parade and is also the inventor of 
incandescent lighting of pictures and 
should therefore be regarded in some- 
thing of the light of an authority on the 
subject, has many interesting sidelights 
to voice in the matter. 

“The average star,” Arnold explains, 
“has over a period of years experimented 
and located the most advantageous pho- 
tographic angles for his face. These are 
usually combined with a few tricks in 
makeup that help eliminate a double- 
chin tendency or « bad profile. 

“With the searching panchromatic 
film delivering true color values.) make- 
up tricks that once helped make a par- 
ticulary angle of the face good now 
detract from it in many cases. This 
means that complete new comera angles 
have to be worked out for the famous 
faces of the screen.” 

John Nickolaus, laboratory chief at the 
M-G-M plant on the West Coast, finds 
one ray of hope in the new lighting sys- 
tem. 

“The old arc lights.” he declared, “used 
to sputter, sing anc sometimes their 
mechanism would clank. This would 
have created havoc in the filming of the 
new talking pictures, so it is fortunate 
that the incandescent Iamp, which is 
absolutely silent, was perfected in time 
for the sound movies.” 


Putting Comedy 
In Vita. Trailers 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17—Vitaphone is 
putting laughs via gags, wisecracks and 
sallies in their new trailers for Warner 
Brethers-Vita. pictures, with the result 
some of the new trailers are practically 
the same as an act worth booking due 
to this feature alone. 

Among recent trailers having act-like 
value are those in which Al Jolson, Con- 
rad Nagel, John Miljan and William Col- 
Mer, Jr., talk about forthcoming pictures. 

Vitaphone is giving. the exhibitors 
booking talkies the trailer service at 
cost.

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Hagenbeck Show Does Big

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 15——The Hagen- 
beck-Wallace Circus, playing the Kansas 
Free Fair, had a most successful engage- 
ment. Business after the first day be- 
gan to pick up and the crowd in the 
grand-stand enclosure at the Wednesday 
night performance was the biggest in the 
history of the fair. The circus then

More Light on the California Rodeo Fight 
By TEX SHERMAN 


After a careful investigation I have 
found that the Humane Society of Cali- 
fornia and the Los Angeles A. S. P. C. A. 
are not fighting the rodeo as a sport, 
but an independent organization, known 
as the California Anti-Rodeo Cruelty 
Association, with headquarters at Berke- 
ley, of which Edith Latham is president, 
and Mrs. Walt@r Manchester, of Berkeley, 
is the secretery. 

This society has agents canvassing 
the State, who are paid six cents for 
each signature received, in which the 
signers have helped make the bill that 
may cause California to lose the rodeo 
as & sport. Many who have signed say 
they did not read the petition and did 
not know that what they signed was 
to do away with the rodeo. It was un- 
derstood the money the agent collected 
wal 30 be used exclusively for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals, and the 
majority of people of California are thus 
under the imoression that it is the 
California Humane Society that is 
fighting the rodeo. This is not true 
Last week I had afi interview with the 
tos Angeles Humane Society, of which 
William S. Hart, the famous movie star, 
is a director and supporter, and among 
thobe at the meeting were F. J. Lee. an 
official, who has a reputation of throw- 
ine offenders in jail for cruelty to ani- 
mals; C. B. Craig, president of the Hu- 
mane Officers’ Association, and Kathe- 
rine Wakeley, superintendent of the Los 
Angeles Society, who got up at the meet- 
ing and said: “The only objection that 
I have to the rodeo is that it is too 
thrilling.” All the officials are for the 
rodeo, and explained the only reason 
they bave off'cers at rodeos is to pre- 
vent any unnecessary cruelty that might 
arise at any performance where animals 
are used. 

Miss Wakeley displayed photographs 
showing city animals in a pitiful 
condition. One in particular was 
a. animal that had to be = shot 
to end its suffering. The owner 
of the animal was in jail for 10 days 
and the animal was not fed or watered 
and became so weak that it fell into a 
mud puddle and la:d there hours, till 
some citizen phoned the society and an 
officer was dispatched to the scene and 
immediately shot the 


photo was of 50 head of horses in a 
corral. Some of the animals had fallen 
and others had trampled over them, 
causing broken legs and other injuries. 
which resulted in 19 being shot. It is 
work of that kind that keeps the Los 
Angeles Humane Society on the jump. 
The officials said that they know the 
rodeo stock is well cared for. At the 
Orange County Fair Rodeo, produced by 
Anderson and Baker, of the Baker Ranch 
rodeo, these producers were congratu- 
lated by the Humane Society for the 
manner in which they manaced both 
rodeos, and both were assured they 
would have the co-operation of the Hu- 
mane Society at any rodeo they pro- 
duced. 

When asked what they could suggest 
that would be of aid in promoting bet- 
ter understanding between the rodeo 
managers and the Humane Society thru- 
out the country, they replied: “of 
course there is in all sports a group of 
men that can see no more than the 
dollar that they will receive and they 
will not try to protect the game. In 
other words, fly by night or suitcase 
promoters, who will get out of a town 
leaving behind them a string of unpaid 
bills, stranded contestants and many 
other offenses.” 

I have taken careful observation of 
these officers and their method of han- 
dling rodeos on the coast and it would 
be wise for other humane officers to 
pattern after them. All they requirec 
was that the contestants remove the 
tape from their spurs, as a contestant 
with tape on the rowls can jab the spur 
against a post in the chutes causing the 
steel to come thru the tape. which will 
injure the horse or steer more than hav- 
ing the rowl covered. They are men 
that know rodeos and stock, and con- 
testants at the shows co-operated with 
them, and the result is a snappy per- 
formance. 

Officials of the Los Angeles Humane 
Society showed several pamphlets sent 
out by the Anti-Rodeo Cruelty Associ- 
ation, describing ‘te horrible tortures 
of the rodeo promoters and contestants 
to the animals. 

Should the bill become a law in Cali- 
fornia, the motion picture companies 
will be seriously affected and all com- 
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panies making Westerns will have to 
“shoot” them outside of California. No 
animal acts in vaudeville will be per- 
mitted where the trainer will have to 
work the animals with a whip. Polo 
clubs will be affected on the grounds 
that they cause the animals to perspire 
and excite them by racing them over 
the grounds after the ball, for the rid- 
ers have to wear spurs to make the 
horses race. Circuses will not be per- 
mitted to work wild animal acts. This 
applies to “cat acts”, where the trainer 
uses a whip and a gun to cower the 
animals. Ranchers will not be permit- 
ted to break wild or untamed animals 
and no person will be permitted to 
wear spurs in tne State of California. 
The Humane Society is a wonderful or- 
ganization and is worthy of support, 
and the Los Angeles officers should be 
congratulated for the manner in which 
they have shown themselves as real men. 
who know the stock business and the 
rodeo game in general. 

How many following the rodeo game 
know that the producer is up against 
when he produces a rodeo within the 
city Mmits of Los Angeles? There will 
be no roping of animals in Los Angeles. 
Steer wrestling is cut, but steer gtop- 
ping is permitted where a rubber band 
is used, and a twist-down contest is out 
of the question. 


This is to be required of all rodeos pro- 
duced in California, and rodeo producers 
outside of California will be subjected 
to the same conditions if a law is passed 
here abolishing the rodeo as a sport. 


Here are the conditions: Commerciai 
rodeos are disapproved by this associ- 
ation, but are tolerated under the fol- 
lowing rules and regulations, approved 
by the Association of Humane Officers 
of Southern California, under authority 
of Section 597, penal code of the State 
of California. 


The arena shall be constructed of 
strong enough material that there shall 
be no danger of the animal breaking 
thru. All chutes must be constructed 
with not more than two-ineh opening 
between timbers to a height of 30 inches 
from the ground. 

All contestants shall be required to 
Wear numbers at all times when in the 
arena, for the purpose of indentification. 

Contestants or others will be ejected 
from the grounds and barred from all 
events for the following causes: Being 
under the influence of intoxicants, 
rowdyism, -quarreling with the judges, 
officials or humane officers, or diso- 
bedience to any of the orders of the lat- 
ter. 


Abuse or cruelty to animals when in 
the chutes, pens or arena will not be 
tolerated. 


Goat, calf or steer roping or any simi- 
lar contest is strictly prohibited. 

The use of “poop riggings”, flank 
straps or any similar contrivance, tack, 
burs, high life (calicum sulphide, or any 
other chemical preparation commonly 
used) is strictly prohibited. Provided. 
however, that the use of a double-cinch 
saddle is not prohibited, and that when 
a@ single-cinch saddle is used there may 
be used also a second ciach for the pur- 
pose of securely attaching the saddle to 
the animals. When a second cinch is 
used it shall be of soft leather or rub- 
ber not less than two inches wide. sewed 
or otherwise permanently fastened to 
the saddle at the top at a point not 
more than five inches back of the cantle, 
and it shail be so hobbled, directly un- 
der the centerline of the barrel of the 
animal, with a leather thong or strap 
to the front cinch, that it does not 
touch the flank of the horse 

Not more than one pick-up man shell 
be used except im case of emergency 

Bulldogging is strictly forbidden 

In the steer stopping, any contestants 
knocking down animal, icosening or 
breaking off horn, shall be immediately 
disqualified from further participation 
Sticking finger in the eye of the ani- 
mai or any form of cruelty will not be 
tolerated 

In the bareback steer or horse riding 
contests no animal shell be roped after 
being ridden except in case of emergency 
Bells and other noise makers used to 
excite the animals is strictly forbidden 

Bull fighting, mock bul! fighting, bull- 
dedging or any similar contest or part 
thereof, is prohibited. 

Nose pinchers are forbidden. 

Use of spurs is disapproved 

The rodeo managers are acivised to 
read this carefully, as in a short time 
this same bill will be used all over the 
United States, according to the Humane 
Society here.

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Reading Fair 
Opens Up Big 


Midway and Grand- Stand Attrac- 
tions Are the Finest Ever 
Offered 


READING, Pa., Sept. 15.—The 14th an- 
nual exhibition of the Reading Fair 
opened September 11, under flying colors, 


with an estimated attendance of 25,000 
adults and 20,000 children, and 1,000 


more paid admissions than in 1927. 

The outstanding features of the cur- 
rent exhibit were the finest midway and 
crand-stand attractions ever offered. The 
Rubin & Cherry Shows graced the mid- 
way and wee a revelation. The show 
made a record run from Toronto to Read- 
ing, and it was the first time in four 
years that the midway was open and 
doing business by 9 o’clock on the open- 
ing day. 

Every available space was occupied on 
the concession midway with more con- 
cessionaires than ever before. Rumblings 
of dissatisfaction were pronounced when 
Secretary Charles W. Swoyer notified the 
concession purveyors on Tuesday night 
that gaff wheels and joints would not be 
tolerated. This caused pandemonium 
among the lucky boys, who toed the 
scratch.

= appropriation for grand-stand at- 
tractions this year was $18,000, the major 
rtion of which went to Wirth & Hamid.

Ralph A. Hankin- 
son directed the automobile races on 
Saturday, and his contract called for 
85.000. The Rubin & Cherry Shows 
played the fair on a flat rate of $7,500,

Is Best Ever 


Attendance Shows Big Increase 
Over Last Year—Rubin & 
Cherry on Midway 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 15.—The 26th 
annual Kentucky State Fair, by far the 
largest of its predecessors, ended tonight. 
Pair officials expect the final checkup to 
show an attendance of 325,000 persons 
during the week. Altho the opening duy's 
attendance dropped from 42,386 last year 
to 38,536 this year, Tuesday night's 
figures showed that 47,225 people passed 
thru the turnstiles, an increase of 26,171 
over last year. The drop in the first 
day's attendance was attributed to the 
fact that many of the exhibits were not 
In place, and also to the late arrival of 
the Rubin & Cherry Model Shows, which 
did not hit the lot until 3 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. Despite the decrease in 
the opening night's attendance, Tate 
Bird, fair secretary, announced that the 
cash receipts fell only $116 behind those 
of opening day in 1927. Wednesday's at- 
tendance was given out as 49,837, as com- 
pared to 34,182 last year. 

Exhibits this year totaled in the neigh- 
boerhood of 17,000, an increase of several 
thousands over last seasoh, and were 
valued in the neighborhood of 83,500,000 
Premiums totaled $100,000, and the List 
of concessions showed a sharp increase 
over past seasons, Secretary Bird stated 
The live-stock exhibition was by far the 
largest of any Kentucky State Fair, and 
only a few vacant booths were noticeable 
in the mammoth Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Building. Secretary Bird, serv- 
ing his first year as head of the Ken- 
tucky Pair, was complimented from all 
sides on his fine handling of the many 
details associated with the managing of 
a large fair. Visitors were especially im- 
pressed with the fine condition of the 
buildings, particularly the Coliseum, the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Building 
and the Poultry Building. The interior 
of the Coliseum and the Merchants and 
Mantifacturers’ buildings was elaborately 
decorated with flags and bunting, eliciting 
considerable favorable comment from 
showmen and fair visitors as well.

Carnivals in the 
hands of the “fly-by-night” managers 
suffered a relapse and had a stormy 
sea to sail for a number of years, but 
thanks to the discerning managers of 
the present day, they have thrown every- 
thing that would loosen the morals of 
a community in the discard. The pres- 
ent-day show manager has a keen sense 
of business acumen and realizes that 
his investment is too large to tolerate 
catch-penny gambling devices and im- 
moral shows, a8 these particular attrac- 
tions were kerosene to the matches of 
the “powers that be”. So with the 
dawn cf a new ere in outdoor show- 
dom these interests repudiated their 
derogatory remarks, which brought the 
carnival to a plane commensursete with 
other amusements. 

It has taken years for the people to 
really appreciate the carnival and now 
they rally to its support and regardless 
of the question propounded pro and 
con anent carnivals, it must be readily 
admitted that this form of entertain- 
ment is popular with the masses, rich 
and poor alike, as an evening's pleasure 
may be had withcut going on a spending 


orgy, so families go and amuse them- 
Selves without a great outlay of money. 

A sinister influence followed the early 
carnival and at the dawn of motion pic- 
tures money was spent lavishly and con- 
tinued for years in an effort to oust 
traveling shows from their bailiwicks, 
either by foul or fair means, such as 
pushing legislation thru for a prohibi- 
tive License, and broadcasting propa- 
ganda anent the immorality existing on 
traveling shows, etc., but due credit must 
be given the fair-minded people, who 
seek smusement, récreation and a place 
to spend their leisure moments. They 
have voiced their opinion and the mil- 
lennium is here and right has prevailed, 
for the carnival of today is an institu- 
tion and looked forward to with as much 
acclaim aud eclat by aculte and children 
in the small towns as the circuses are 
by the folk of the large cities. 

And from the business man's point of 
view it means added baisiness, as people 
will always come to town for a show, and 
to that end the business interests thru 
the medium of thetr official mouth- 
piece, the Chamber cof Commerce or 
Board of Trade, have caused to be bronad- 
casted appeals for traveling shown to 
exhibit in thelr towns, and so for all 
time this dissipates the time-worn 
story regarding shows taking all the 
money out of town.

them recently: New York, New Jersey; 
Connecticut, Massachusetts. Rhole Island 
and Maine. “But this is to real pitch- 
men, Doc Reed included,” he specifies. 
“I have just made all of these States. 
Some are good, some are very bad. In 
Providence I met two real pitch folks, J. 
Krouse and wife. Some flash and some 
talk. We need more of such people in 
the game. In Hartford I met for the 
first time a Jewish cowboy jamming 
cenaries at $5 a bird. He squares his tip 
with birdseed. Some worker. He sure 
gets the dough. Ran into a few other 
jam men. All of them worked clean and 
left the town clean. As 3 matter of 
fact. I have never found a town closed 
by a jam worker. I followed Big Jack 
Isaacs last year all over Ohio and 
Pennsylvania and it was @ pleasure to 
follow such a man. He made friends 
wherever he worked and they were wait- 
ing for him to return. The only town I 
found closed by a pitchman was Dan- 
bury, Conn., where some young and fresh 
oil worker head placed a dead rattlesnake 
in a U. S. mail box. .The mail carrier 
made a complaint to the chief and the 
result was the town was closed to all. 
I have made it a point to find out in 
every town I make what the reason is for 
@ closed spot. In nine out of 10 towns 
officials informed me that the local mer- 
chants are against si] street folks in 
general. So it is not any particular street 
man that closes a town. Once in a while 
a smart aleck will break into the gema 
and get in bad with the natives. Re- 
sult, town closed. Then pitchmen get 
fighting among themselves and wising up 
town officials, thus closing some good 
spots. I had one chief tell me in Pennsyl- 
vania that when he finds a fellow knock- 
ing the other fellow’s game he turns the 
knocker down on @ reader. More power 
to that official. Met Morris Kahntroff re- 


cently, a good worker. His partner, 
Hicks, is a good straight and steady 
grinder.” 


L. R. WILLIAMS, SHEETWRITER, 
shoots from Wauseon, O., where he is 
teamed with S. N. Uliman: “I notice the 
Circulation Builders’ Union has been or- 
ganized in Chicago. It would be won- 
derful if they would co-operate with the 
publishers and agencies and make every 
man deposit $100 as evidence of good 
faith. There never was a better business 
than the papers, if you work it as a busi- 
ness and on the square. A plan to pro- 
tect the business must come. It would 
make the legitimate sheetwriter feel 
that he was somebody and keep the 
business out of the hands of those who 
promise something, give nothing and 
never send in a mame. The carnival 
world has seen its mistakes and closed 
the gaf’ joints to save the business. It 
is time the circulation getters and pub- 
lishers get together and protect their 
business. Then when a sheetwriter ap- 
proaches a prospect he will not hear, 
‘No. I got bit once. I paid for it and 
never got it. Never again.’ Now, the pub- 
lishers need us and we need them. Let's 


hear from the square-shooting sheet- 
writers on the subject. Let the clean 
workers get together and drive out the 
riffraff from the sheet. A deposit as a 
guaranty that the sheetwriter will play 
square will do away with the crooked 
worker and vastly improve working econ- 
ditions while opening mew territory, 
swelling sales and making the game more 
profitable for everybody concerned.” 


PITCHMEN I HAVE MET 
By Sid Sidenberg 

SIGNING HIMSELF “Young Frank. 
the Jam Artist.” s piper from Toledo 
challenges Arthur Engel'’s statements 
regarding the Battle Creek Jam incident. 
“Just read Engel's pipe regarding a cer- 
tain Jem man closing Battle Creek,” he 
says. “I can name several towns in In- 
diana, Michigan and Ohio that were 
closed by x-rays and slum. I can make 
more money in a few minutes of jam- 
ming than the average tripod worker 
can in a day. If Engel can name one 
town I closed I will make him a present 
of a $20 bill. Im Detroit last winter he 
and J drove out to Wyandotte In my car 
I made a pitch and got $100. He worked 
all day and got less than $10. The only 
squawk we had came from one of his 
sales. I had a time of it squaring things 
next Saturday when I made my second 
jam.” 


“TRIPES AND KEISTERS and pitch- 
men bold are to be blessed for adding 
variety to the great American selling 
game,” is the way Earl Chapin May con- 
cludes an article in The Century Maga- 
zine for August in which he discusses 
the pitching profession. Beginning with 
a snake-ol] worker whom he found pase- 
ing out the ol! in a Broadway, New York. 
joint, and whose modus operand! he 
describes, Chapin reviews the field and 
names half a score of the boys, making 
brief reference to their goods, mention: 
the antagonism of small-town merchants 
with which road people are harassed 
and recalls that Widow Rollins is stil! 
in the ring and not averse to trying the 
matrimonial racket again with a suilt- 
able partner. May's article, while not 
wholly complimentary to the boys, dis- 
closes that he realizes the pitchman is 
by preference a squareshooter and that 
the profession can no more be Judged by 
the actions of the occasional towncloser 
who disgraces it than one van pass jude- 
ment on the professions of law, finance, 
architecture, education, literature or 
the church based upon the crimes and 
misdemeanors of individual shysters, 
bankers, preachers and Iierary lights of 
whose iniquities the daily press supplies 
ample evidence. Magazine editors usu- 
ally fall for tne dope of the wise-crack- 
ing writer whose storied pitchman is a 
comedy outlaw and knowledge of his 
subject nil. Occasionally, and they're 
exceedingly rare, a chap like this May 
turns out a story with the ring of genu- 
ineness in it. It's refreshing because 
it's obvious that the material, color and 
atmosphere have been drawn from ac- 
tual contact and the pitchman can en-

I will admit that you have been in the 
racket about 12 months longer than I, 
for I have learmed from good authority 
that I broke into the racket about one 
year later than you did. I may be a 
Johnny-come-lately, but I do not have 
to get up at 4 a.m. to make a go-in, 
then make a moon-hour pitch, then 
make a night blow-off and then make a 
midnight come-out in order to get by. 
I make one smash a day to get mine 
and make a living for seven people, tour 
of them in high school in Kansas City 
I also drive a fairly good auto, and it is 
paid for. I am mot criticizing all jam 
men, for I know some that are real gen- 
tlemen.

Of 
course, there are plenty of would-be 
jammers who call themselves high- 
power salesmen, campaign managers, ad- 
vertising specialists, etc., but the real 
jammers are few and far between. I dm 
not a jammer—haven't got the gift. I 
am only an ordinary knight of the keis- 
ter. But I have a little sense and know 
most of the boys, and I never saw such 
jammers as George Cleveland, Morris 
Kahntreff, Sam Jones, Arizona Bill, Cash 
Miller or George Bedoni drunk or half 
shot when making @ jam. So lay off, 
Doc Reed. Don't forget it, it is not 
every chump who cam jam. It takes 


plenty of nerve, diplomacy and ora- 
torical power. As for Johnny Hicks, he 
is a pip. He gets away with it. He may 
throw the bull once in a while, but not 
always. He and I worked two solid years 
in Birmingham, Ala., and many a night 
we had dinner with the chief of police 
and detectives.

ZIP HIBLER, poet-pitchman, twangs 
his lyre: “Mandy picked a poker up 
and said: ‘You better git. I'm pestered 
morning, noon and night and I am sick 
of it. It’s brooms or mops or magazines 
or 40 other things. I've worn the carpet 
off the floor by answering your rings.’ 
The salesman tried persistently, but 
Mandy slammed the door. A window 
sasly fell with a crash and littered up 
the floor. The bulldog ran around the 
house and bit him on the leg, and 
Mandy grabbed the telephone and called 
the fire brigades; When Mandy swooned 
the firemen were bursting in the door. 
The salesman dropped his books and 
ran. The neighbors yelled and swore. 
The cop reservec arrived in time to save 
the salesman’s life and ask him for his 
license.

The manager wired 
his partner in Philadelphia for $25 and 
got it. He wired for $10 more and got 
it. He had to pay close to $30 for re- 
pairs and that left us about $5, part of 
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which went for phonograph records. We 
got as far as Tyrone and put up for the 


night. Then manager wired partner to 
meet us at Cumberland, Md. We set 
Sail for Cumberland and arrived there 


with the bands of one truck burned out. 
The driver of the second truck was 
arrested for driving without a license. 
After buying dinner for the company I 
boarded a B. & O. train for home. What 
makes matters worse is that when I took 
the job from the tesm that had an- 
swered my ad I turned down 14 other 
managers who had answered. I hope I 
don't pick another bloomer from my new 
ad, because on this last trip I walked 
up every mountain between Philly and 
Cumberland.”

There is particular cause to deplore 
the present opposition activity because 
the Robbins outfit has seen At to 
make unwarranted and unwise use of 
information that was published in The 
Billboard for the sole benefit of show- 
folk and persons having business deal- 
ings with outdoor shows—but not in- 
tended for circulation among the general 
public in the manner employed by this 
circus. 

It is presumed that the Robbins show, 
in view of its big scarehead ads of warn- 
ing against grift, Intends to conduct it- 
self so scrupulously that there will Le no 
chance whatever of this stigma being ap- 
plied to its own activities. 

However—it all remains to be seen. 


From a trade standpoint, it is the 
rankest folly, to say nothing of low- 
down ethics, for one show to fight 
another in this manner. 

You never find the picture people do- 
ing it 

They have more respect for their busi- 
ness, AS A BUSINESS. 

What's more, if any of them started to 
fight each other that way, they would 
soon enough be ordered by the higher- 
ups to lay off, or else—. 

Three of the big motion picture thea-

Carnivals that book a fair date and 
then cance] it suddenly without giving 
the fair a chance to make other arrange- 
ments, or simply fall to show up at the 
appointed time, gradually are causing 
more fairs tc pass up carnivals alto- 
gether. 

In the last fortnight alone, The Bili- 
board has received complaints from five 
fairs that were inconvenienced in this 
way. 

An idea of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion is given in the following letter from 
J. N. Lowe, secretazy of the Wagoner 
County (Okla.) Free Pair: 

I come to you with a business proposition 
which I consider a serious one. I Selieve you 
are the logical organization to take Ht up 
with, When «a carnival company contracts 
with a fair association and then breaks the 
contract without any logical reason, does’ the 
fair association have any recourse? 

I might explain that Jack Lucas, represent - 
ing the Ooe Bros.” Ghows, came to me and 
induced me and my board to change the dates 
of our fair to September 19-22. tn order that 
they be able to play us. We took him at his 
own proposition, which was expeniive te Us 
in making the change. About 10 days later 
Mr. Lucas contracted with the Nowate, Okla.. 
Pair Association to play there the game week, 

had the company to wire me that they 


could not play ~/ fair. They gave ne reason 
except they could not make raliruad con- 
nections, which is not true, as Nowate and 
Wagoner are on the same line, Missouri 
Pacific 

This is not the firet time this has hap- 
pened. In fact many fairs in this Gtate have 
been left at the last minute without seny 
midway ettractions by just such a trick. 

If this condition cannet be remedied then 
the outdoor show business in Oklahoma i« in 
& seTious condition 


Upon being queried for a statement in 
the case, Manager E. W. Coe, of the Coe 
Bros.’ Shows, replied: 

My agent, Jack Lucas, contracted Wagoner 


Okla.. on our regular form contract, which 
plainly states, “must be confirmed by man- 
ager.” I decided not to play Wagoner and 


wired secretary a6 soon as I received the 


contract 

The two statements obviously do not 
jibe, and no doubt the matter could be 
argued by both sides at great length 
without achieving any satisfactory re- 
sult 


But there is a very clear moral for 
carnivals. 


Here is another case in point, as com- 
municated to The Billboard by W. B 
Estes, genera) secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of Oklahoma:

Here, again, it is not the first time

An uDwitting mistake is one thing, 
but deliberate falsification in matters of 
this Kind ts absolutely inexcusable 


Aside from the inconvenience, expense 
and mental travail that is caused by 
publishing erroneous statements about 
fairs having been signed. there is the 
acided effect of casting suspicion on the 


suthentic announcements that are made 
from time to <ime. 


The Billboard intends to take extreme 
Dieasures in this matter—even unto re. 
fusing to publish Lists of fair bookings 
unless they are indorsed by the fairs 
themselves. 

Tt is an almost ridiculous necessity, 
but it seems that ridiculous measures are 
needed to combat the similarly ridiculous 
idiosyncrasies of sone showmen. 


Altho the situation expounded in the 
following incident, as submitted by a 
trouper, is not Widespreac enough to 
have provoked much complaint as yet, 
the matter is worthy of thought and 
action before it reaches the danger point: 


_ After reading im all the recent issues of 
The Billboard” of your whole-hearted ¢- 
forts to clean up the carnivals and eliminse 
graft and grifters from the midway. the ques. 
en has afrieen tn gy mind as te whether o

Your time and efforts so fer as I can se 
have all] been directed at grift workers of 
the common or garden variety, without wiaich 
no carnival midway seems to be complete 
judging from their numbers, but what I hare 
reference to is the cookhouse.

According to statements by fair of- 
ficials, more than 75,000 persons were in 
attendance during the five-day period. 
A crowd estimated at between 25,000 and 
30.000 persons attended Thursday, 
usually the big day of the exposition.

A high-class amusement program was 
provided on a large platform in front 
of the amphitheater.. Ray and Maidee, 
rope sp’mnners and contortionists, made 
the biggest hit with the audiences both 
afternoon and night. Another leading 
attraction was Schooley & Scott's Win- 
ter Garden Revue, with a personnel of 
30. A special stage. 60 by 101 feet, was 
built for their four scenes each night. 
The Indian scene drew the most ap- 
plause. Ann Williams, prima donna, 
and Zita and Howard, dancing team, 
were featured in this number.

period of 10 weeks, the agencies, with 
few exceptions, have insisted upon being 

id at least 10 per cent of salaries for 
the entire length of the run of the play 
for which the actor was engaged, no 
matter how casual thelr part in the land- 
ing of the engagement. 

“Such a demand was illegal, of course, 
but the. agencies got around that by re- 
fusing to apply for Moenses as employ- 
ment agencies, and by claiming to be the 
‘personal representative’ or ‘manager’ of 
the actor. Such relationships are not 
reculated by law, and the agencies were 
able to proceed with impunity. Not con- 
tent with that even, some of the agencies 
demanded and received bonuses at the 
time the actor registered, and again when 
he signed his contract. It was not re- 
quired, perhaps, but there were more 
players on the books than there were 
positions to be filled, and only those in 
whom the agencies took a special in- 
terest were placed. actors ocom- 


The Billboard, 


plained, but paid, to some extent. The 
agencies have claime«i they were forced 
to do this because certain managers de- 
manded half of the agency fee for the 
privilege of casting the managers’ pro- 
ductions. Not all the managers did this, 
of course, but some of the largest and 
most powerful of them did it, as Equity 
knows. Those who did it were getting a 
rebate of from 5 per cent up from the 
actor for the chance of working for the 
manager. 

“All inclination on Equity’s part to 
obtain correction of the condition thru 
the application of the New York law 
governing employment agencies was de- 
stroyed by the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, holding a 
similar law in New Jersey unconstitu- 
tional. Equity could only depend on its 
control of its own members to remedy 
these injustices. 

“The regulations now drafted are 
Grastic. They may seem radical to those 
unacquainted with conditions and their 
requirements. For that reason all Equity 
members are urged to attend and become 
acquainted with the situation and the 
part they will be required to play. Fail- 
ure to obey regulations as finally adopted 
will be visited heavily upon the offender, 
whether an agency, a manager or an 
actor or actress. 

“In connection with the alien policy, 
questionnaires will be mailed next week 
to all members, and each will be re- 
quired to fill out and return the ques- 
tionnaire to the New York headquarters 
of the organization.”

Gaff Games Outlawed 
By Ride Owners’ Assn. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 15—At a meeting of 
the Amusement Ride Owners’ Associa- 
tion, held Thursday, action was taken 
that is expected to have a distinctly 
favorable effect upon outdoor show busi- 
ness t this meeting members went on 
record as being opposed to every sort of 
crooked game, and took definite steps 
toward banishing them from ‘the carnival 
business, 


At Thursday's meeting, the following 
motions were adopted: 


“That on and after September 20, 1928, 
the following games are outlawed by this 
association: Controlled wheels, race tracks, 
spindles, skillos; also tipups, rolidowns, 
swinging balls, and all games of science 
and skill working for more than 10 cents 


“That our attorneys be instructed to 
take the necessary steps to enforce the 
abolishment of all controlled wheels, 
spindles, skillos, race tracks, tipups, roll- 
downs and swinging balls. whether op- 
erated by a member or a nonmenber.” 


Action of the ride owners is meeting 
with the approval of concestion supply 
houses, which have suffered from the 
prevalence of controlled and p. c. joints 
that passed out practically no merchan- 
dise. Abolishment of the objectionable 
practices would largely increase the 
amount of merchandise distributed. It 
also would do away with many of the 
objectionable features that have caused 
the closing of many towns to carnivals.
